A manual-training schoo! for boys is to be 


whers I deem an injustice is béing done I will 
order the immediate discharge of the prison- 
ers. In fact, if I could have a list of the boys 
of whom good reports could be made I would 
order their discharge here and now. The 
release of such boys is not only: huv- 
mane—it is a necessity. The ‘crowded 
condition of the bridewell requires that some- 
thing be done at once for relief. In the 320 
cells in the male ward there are now éonfined 
upward of 500 prisoners, 200 more than the 
ward was intended to accommodate. 

“‘ There is no doubt that persons are sent to 
the bridewell on inaufficient grounds and that 
others go there who should be sent to the 
County Jail.. A reform must be instituted 
and I know of no better time to institute it 
than the present. Another thing: I have giv- 
en orders to Supt. Crawford for a report to be 
sent me every other day of the boys sent to 
the Bridewell under sentences. The age, the 
charge, and-all the circumstances obtainable 
together with the committing official will be 
included, and whenever I can see my way 
conscientiously to'do so I will order the pris- 
onor’s discharge, This is the only way I can 
see of circumventing the oftentimes ignorant 
action of committing Justices.” 


What" Political Pull” Has Done. 
The.sending of prisoners to the bridewell 
inistead of to the County Jail by way of the 
county courts is asort of prutected industry 
in which Aldermen are deeply interested. 
Much of the “pull” h@id bycertain of the 
Aldermen from tough neighborhoods has been 
the ability on their part to secure pardons 
from the bridewell. This custom has fallen 
into a state of desuetude, but there was a time 
when it thrived and prospered to the material 
benefit of the ward politician. A “‘heeler”’ 
or the friend of a “‘heeler”’ who happened to 
get in the clutches of the police would man- 
age to get his case into a Justice’s court and a 
resulting term in the bridewell. Then the 
‘*‘pull” would come into play with good re- 
sults. The Mayor would be waited upon, the 
usual story of a tearful fatner, a rich wife, or 
a ovine child—and the pardon would be is- 
sued. 

It was customary in the old days to allow 


ceive them as they are sent to us and treat them 
all alike. There is no favoritism shown here,

At yesterday’s meeting of the Board of In- 
spectors there were present, beside the Mayor 
and Supt.

Names of the Eighty-six Wegiinitene. Their 
Fines and Terms of Imprisonment, 

A list of boys under 17 years now confined 
in the House of Correction is presented be- 
low. It is taken from the mittimusses fur- 
nished to the Controller for prisoners received 
at the bridewell. Thelist is complete with 
the exception of a few that have gone to the 
Mayor’s office, in cases that are under in- 


vestigation, such as the Edward Stainer and 


Otto Koeppner cases. 

On the back of each mittimus is a blank en- 
titled “* Prisoner’s Statement.” The age, 
nationality, occupation, and ability or inabil- 
ity to read and write of prisoners are sup- 
posed to be asked in each case, also the num- 
ber of previous times, if any, the prisoner has 
served in the institution. The entries would 
seem to indicate that the clerk at the bride- 
well whose duty it is to fill-in this blank does 
not always take the trouble to ask the prison- 
ers anything beyoad their ages and t&e num- 
ber of times they have been. locked up there 
before. The list shows extraordinary precoc- 
ity among the prisoners, There isa ‘‘cook”’ 
a “‘ painter,” a “plumber,” a “tinner,” and 
a “shoemaker ”’ among the 16-year-old lads; 
a 15-year-old “‘ bricklayer,” a “‘ nickel-plater ”’ 
14 years old, and a 12-year-old “‘ baker.’’ Any 
number of boys of 14 and 15 are put down as 
‘‘laborers.’?

13 years old and if the face is indicative of a 
boy’s character he was never guilty of any 
serious crime. He ‘protests his innocence and 
maintains that he was on his way to his home 
when arrested by a policeman. He was never 
under arrest before and there was no charge 
made against him on this occasion except the 
general one of disorderly conduct. He was 
sentenced to thirty-three days’ imprisonment 
by Justice Peter Caldwell Feb, 24. . 

Otto Koeppner, the third boy in the gang 
given, is the 13-year-old boy whose absence 
from home was an unexplained mystery until 
his sister accidentally learned of his arrest 
and sentence. The heart-broken mother has 
been unable to visit her son in prison, and the 
father being out of employment cannot pay 
the boy’s fine to secure his release. Unless 
the Mayor grants a pardon this boy, againgt 
whom positively nothing can be said, will re- 
main under lock and key, subsisting on prison 
fare, in fact a prisoner as much as the near- 
by sandbagyef ana all-around crook, until his 
fifty-three days’ penance 1s ended. 

M. C. McDonnell, Deputy Superintendent 
of the bridewell, has made a careful Study of 
the matter of imprisoning boys. He said yes- 
terday: | . 

“To lock boys up in the same room with old 
offenders is an offense against humanity. By 
the nature of things here we are compelled to 
put them in the same ward with old prisoners. 

So far as is possible they are kept from con- 
tact with the older prisoners. But there is crime 
in the air here atid it is unhealthy for these 
boys to breathe. It affects their moral nature 
and they leave at the end of their terms feel- 
ing that they are branded as criminals and 
outcasts of society. 

All Are Treated Alike. s 

Many of the boys who come here deserve 
hanging, but ny knowledge of human nature 
is at fault if some innocent boys are not got- 
ten in in some of the scoops of the dragnet, 
Of course we are not here to.judge as to the 
guilt or mnovcence of any prisoner. We re-

Among them was W. P. Fishback, Mas- 
ter in Chancery of the United States Court, 
who proclaimed himself a friend of the strik- 
ers and defied the police to arrest him. It is 
expected that there will be no further trouble 
until Monday, but the worst is feared then. 
During the fight the police charged again 
and again and the rocks began to fly. One 
huge brick struck Capt. Dawson in the middle 
of the back, doubling him up with pain, while 
a striker’s fist landed beside his node. 
Another missile struck Patrolman Steele be- 
side the head, cutting his helmet clear through 
to the hide. But Patrolman Bob Smith 
fared worse than all. A _ big stone 
struck him under his helmet on the back 
of the head, ripping open the scalp and hair, 
and laying bare the bone. After severe fight- 
ing the crowd was dispersed and quieted. 
Poor Bob Smith was carried away by an am- 
bulance. 

Tonight the Board of Public Safety decided 
to ‘swear in 250 special officers for service 
Monday, and Mayor Sullivan issued a procla- 
mation closing all saloons until the strike is 
over.

PROPOSAL TO FURNISH CICERO LIGHT. 


It Is Laid Before the Authorities of the 
Town. 

The question of light for the Town of 
Cicero came up again last night’at the meét- 
ing of the Town Board. M. A. McCleary, for 
himself and other associates, asked for an or- 
dinance to operate and construct gas works 
and mains to supply gas to the Town of 
Cicero. It is supposed he represents the Chi- 
cago Gascompany. Mr. McCleary guaran- 
teed to furnish good gas, twenty-candle power, 
at pfices not exceeding $1.50 a thousand cubic 
feet for lighting purposesand $1.25 a thousand 
cubic feet for fuel. He agreed to give bond 
in $5,000 and the matter was referred to the 
Committee of the Whole. There have been 
continued complaints in Oak Park concern- 
ing the weakness of the light furnished by the 
Cicero Water, Gas, and Electrie Light cdm- 
pany. Asaresult resolutions were adopted 
last night providing that if the company 
within sixty days fails to fulfill the terms of 
the contract its charter be forfeited. 

The Austin Street railway company peti- 
tioned the board to pass an ordinance author- 
izing it to lay tracks on Ogden avenue, Twen- 
ty-second street, and Sixtcenth street, between 
Forty-sixth street and Harlem avenue, for a 
period of twenty years, to be operated by 
cable, electricity, or horse power.

SENATOR ALLISON ON RECIPROCITY, 


He Tells of Its Benefits Before the 
mercial Club in Provi: «nce, 


Provipence, R. I., Feb. 27.—[Special.]—

tonight ate dinner and discussed reciprocity. 
The special guests of the club were Senator 
William B. Allison of Iowa, Senator Nelson 
W. Aldrich of this State, 1. N. Ford of the 
New York Tribune, Gov. Herbert W. Ladd, 
Lieut.-Gov. Stearns, Secretary of State Utter, 
Speaker of the House Adin B, Capron, and D. 
Russell Brown, the prospective Republican 
candidate for Governor. Mr. Ford opened the 
discussion by reading a carefully written ex- 
planation of the workings of the reciprocity 
treaties in the Southern republics. 

Senator Allison was heartily greeted. He 
said that all Jegislation in a sense is compro- 
mise legisiation. In the compromises on the 
tariff that must exist you are willing to give 
up a little that may be for your special inter- 
est in order to benefit the country at large. 
The interests of the people of the United 
States should be preferred to those of any 
other country. Himself and Senator Aldrich 
spent days and nights in 1888 to devise a rev- 
enue scheme which they thought would place 
laborers in this country iu a better position 
than those in other countries engaged in 
similar avocations. This bill was substantial- 
ly enacted in 1890 as the McKinley tariff pill, 
so-called. It was not a perfect bill, but 1t was 
thie best. that could be devised at that time. 
it was no purpos irs te build up a Chi- 
nese wall around this country. He sketched 
the history of reciprocity, which dates back to 
1850. Treaties have been made many times 
with reciprocal provisions, only to fail either 
by reason of the obduracy of the Senate or 
the House. If he relied on the treaty-making 
power alone we would rely on a_ broken 
reed. Senator Aldrich ‘is entitled to the 
credit of solving the question which 
is now embodied in the third section of the 
McKinley tariff bill, Under the wise admin- 
istration of President Harrison and Secretary 
Blaine you see what has been accomplished 
in eighteen months. This is but the entering 
wedge of recivrocity, and the results will 
prove of unmistakable benefit to this coun- 
try. t 

Senator Aldrich followed and was received 
with applause and spoke briefly along the 
same line as the preceding speaker. Commis- 
sioner Wyman wound up the meeting with a 
plea for the World’s Fair as right in harmony 
with the efforts for reciprocal trade. Senator 
Allison addressed a meeting of Republican 
State and town committeemen at two meet- 
ings during the day in the interests of the re- 
election @f Senator Aldrich. Incidentally he 
intimated that he was not in the race for a 
Presidential nomination. 


PREPARING TO MAKE IMPROVEMENTS. 


New Buildings for the School of Medicine 
of Northwestern University. 
At a meeting of the Executive committee of 
the Board of Trustees of Northwestern Uni- 
versity a committee of three, consisting of 
William Deering, Dr. D. A. Dyche, and T. C. 
Hoag, was.appointed toexamine and approve 
lands for new buildings for laboratories and 
other purposes for the schoois of Medicine and 
Pharmacy. Contracts for those new buildings, 
which are to cost in the neighborhood of 
$100,000, will be let in the near future. The 
land for them has already been bought and paid 
for. It lies near the present site of the medi- 
cal school and has 125 feet front. Donations 
have been definitely and partially promised to 
such amount as to warrant ummediate prog- 
ress with the work. Propositions from the 
School Board of Evanston for the exchange 
of certain property are declined, but other 
pieces of land were offered to the School 
Board at alow valuation for the erection of a 
public school building on Noyes street, be- 
tween Sherman avenue and Ridge. 
The extension of the lecture course before 
the senior class of the law school was ap- 
proved. Other matters of a confidential 
nature looking to the further donations and 
endowments were discussed, but are not yet 
ready to be made public. After the meeting 
James H. Raymond, one of the members of 
the Executive committee, was asked what ac- 
tion, if any, had been taken as to. the resigna- 
tion of PF. C. Hoag as Treasurer and business 
agent of the university. He made the foliow- 
ing statement in writing: 
‘There is evidently a misunderstanding 
about this matter. Mr. Hoag is utterly mis- 
understood and unjustly criticised bya few 
people. He has not actually resigned either 
as business agent or as Treasurer. Heis do- 
ing a tremendous amount of vyaluabie work 
forthe university, and morethan one man 
ought to be charged with. How he will be re- 
lieved has not yet come before the Executive 
committee. He isa partof the university 
and‘ the university is a part of him, and in due 
timie an arrangement of his work will be 
made which will be satisfactory to him and to’ 
us. There is no criticism, contest, or dis- 
cussion whatever about the matter.”’

THREE KILLED IN THE ANACONDA MINES 


Crushed Between Fifteen Tons of Rock— 
} fect of the Low Price of Silver. 

Butrz, Mont., Feb. 27.—[Special.}—Three 
men were killed in the Anaconda company’s 
mines this afternoon. Thomas Carroll, aged 
80, and Frank E. Doyle, aged 22, were crushed 
between fifteen tons of rock. They were 
working on the 300-foot level of the high ore 
mine. John Sullivan, who stood a foot away, 
was not injured. Ten minutes later Jeffrey 
Kane, aged 25, lost his life on the’ third floor 
of the St. Lawrence mine. Ten tons of rock, 
loosened by a blast of the fifth floor, crashed 
through the two sets of flooring and reduced 
him to a shapeless mass. Carroll came here 
from Lake Superior about a month ago.

The Organization Meets for the Thirty- 
ninth Time and Enjoys a Dinner — 
William P. St, John, the New York 
Financier, Talks of “Equally Unre- 
stricted Coinage of Gold and Silver’’— 
The Subject Further Consfiered by 
Members of the Association. 


The Chicago Bankers’ club, an organization 
composed of Chicago tinanciers, met for the 
thirty-ninth time at Kinsley’s last evening. A 
sumptuous dinner with its accompanying 
jollity and good fellowship was in order during 
the first part of theevening. Afterwards came 
adiscussion of national finances, which was 
forcibly presented in the light of restriction 
of gold and silver coinage by W. P. St. John, 
the New York financier, who was the guest of 
the evening. 

‘The club was formed ten years ago and at 
present consists of seventy-five members. Its 
purpose is to strengthen social bonds between 
its members and to discuss the questions in- 
volved in the banking business. Four meet- 
ings and banquets are held yearly. 

Sixty-five members occupied places about 
the tables, which were arranged in the shape 
of a kite. At the head sat John L. Black, the 
Vice-President of the club, who presided over 
the banquet and imeeting. At his right sat 
W. P. St. John of New York, After hin came

* Equally restricted coinage of gold ana sil- 
ver.’ Mr. St. John said: 


Mr. St. John’s Address. 


Mr. President and Gentlemen: The mean- 
ingiess, noxious phrase “free coinage’’ and the 


utterly senseless term ‘“‘free silver ’’ are the cur- 


rent newspaper designations of the, in my opin- 
ion, altogether wise, timely, and strictly bonest 

roposal: To restore the coinage system of the 

Jnited States which was founded with the mint 
in 1792, which was maintained continuonsly dur- 
ing the eighty-one years thereafter, and which 
ree Leenanececatary and unnoticeably overthrown 
in 1873. 

And remember that our present standard silver 
dollar of 412.5 grains, nine-tenths fine, contains 
the identical weight of pure silver (371.25 grains 
pure) of*the dollar of 1792, which so long con- 
tinued as our lawful money unit io joint money 
service with our lawful coins of gold. 

One and the same antagonist of silver coinage 
denounces our proposal to revive the system 
founded under Washington, as advised by Alex- 

der Hamilton, and recemmended by Thomas 
Jallecscn. and ratified by Andrew Jackson, as 

1. A scheme of mine-owners to enhance the 
value of their silver. 

2. A scandalous swindle of our pensioners in re- 
Gucias the value of their money W cents per 

ollar. 

3. A futile effort to reduce the value of money 
by enlarging ite volume, for the enactment will 
banish gold. 

4. Nevertheless, a rank repudiation of 30 cents 
on the dollar of debts, to benfit the debtor class. 

The sole excuse ever as yet vouchsafed for the 
overthrow of this so jong maintained coinage sys- 
tem, in 1878, which overthrow deprived the people 
of a bimetallic denominator into which to reduce 
finally the vast aggregate of our substitutes for 
money, is that our silver dollar commanded a 
premium value as bullion in Europe. Our silver 
dollar would command a premium value as bull- 
ion in India today. 

Were we to deem that sole vouchsafed excuse 
sufficient for thus demonetizing silver, it would 
equally justify our demonetizing guld at present, 
if such were our desire, on the moment that we 
adopt the vehemently urged anticipation that a 
premium on guild impends as the consequence of 
our existing law~our Silver Purchase law of 1390. 
But we are not intending to demonetize our gold. 
We dismiss as an idié threat the predicted pre- 
mium for hoarded gold. We scorn the absurdity 
of any such puerile excuse for an evidently gross 
mistake of legislation. And we demand immedi- 
ate relief for conditions, perilously imminent until 
we reinstate our time-houored coinage system and 
provide thereby an adequate automatic issue of 
primary money. 

Inadequate Supplies of Gold. 


An authority inordinately esteemed by the most 
aggressive of newspaper gold-monometallists in 

ew York, Dr. Giffen of London, while laboring 
to prove that the market price of gold is inde 
pendent of coimage laws, and therefore that the 
depressed price of silver is not a consequence of 
a lack of coinage laws, furnished statistics which 
more widely accredited statisticians had ad- 
vanced already, and which make evident that less 
than $30,000.000 worth of new gold per annum is 
now available to increase the entire world's 
money. 

The mines of the United States produce 
$32,000,000 worth of golda year. Practically all 
of it enters our mints. 
it is subsequently consumed in our arts. Thus 
$13,000,000 of guid, unless we export or import gold, 
is our one year’s increase of gold monef. In such 
case, the United States leaves only $12,000,000 of 
gold a year for the entire outside world’s increase 
of money. The utter inadequacy of so limited a 
possible increase of money from the whole world’s 
mines of gold may be inferred from the surpris 
ingly acceptable employment found in this one 
nation alone for our annual increase of silver, ex- 
ceeding $30,000,000 a year since 1875 and exceeding 
$54,000,000 a year since August, 1890, in addition to 


- our availabie supplies of gold. 


Such evident inadequacy of available supplies 
of gold alone for Eurcpe’s primary money assures 
us that Continental Europe will so rejoice in 
our success as not to dare adopt a course herself 
that would threaten us defeat in our attempting 
to rehabilitate silyer. At another time and else 
where I submitted the financial condition of the 
several important nations of Continental Europe 
and also the trade relations of each 
with India. Eachis a debtor to india annually. 
And because these European States elect to settie 
with India in the equivalent of gold by buying 
Council bills drawu in London, thus do not recoin 
their silver into India’s rupees at a saving of 11.6 
grains of silver in excess of every dollar, therefore 
they canaoot be supposed desirous of avaianching 
us instead, at a minimum sacrifice of 11.3 grains 
on the dollar required of them at our reopened 
mints. And remember that Europe’s only silver 
is her silver money. 

With France as our criterion, I repeat: Her stock 
of silver, exactly like her stock of gold, is ber un- 
limited legai-tender money. such it circulates 
at bome at par. Surely our mints cannot attract 
it at a discount, And 100 cents of her lawful 
money silver would recoin into less than 97 cents 
ofours. Her old silver coin would yield not over 
9% cents on the dollar at our reopened mints. 
Estimate the necessary shrinkage at five cents on 
tbe duliar asthe gross requirement of France in 
recoining her 1.000.000 of silver money here 
and it would occasion her a sacrifice of $35,000,000 
in the operation, and for nothing more available 
to her at home as lawfu! money if our gold is thus 
obtained by ber in such exchange. 

Newspapers attribute our recent exports of 
gold tw Europe's returning our securities. It 
would sufficiently explain Europe’s return of our 
securities to mention her vast hoard of non-inter- 
est bearing investments of the last two years, and 
her extravrdinary short crops this year. Prime 
securities are necessarily soid when other invest- 
meuts do pot yield suflicient income for means to 
live on, and unremunerative business enlarges 
the ueed of income from investments. 


A Minority Ohjection, 


The Hon. George Fred Wiliiams of Massachu- 
setts and Lis associates proclaim that:

Prosperity in the United States, in con 
of this reinstatement of our ancient and long 
continued coinage system, will most powerfully 
influence European action favorably. And the 
measure reported to the Houseof Representa- 
tives invites continental Europe to follow our 
exampie. France need only procure her imme 
diate neighbors’ like proceeding and reopen her 
mints to silver. Thereupon our statute, if 
enacted, determines our adoption of their coin- 
age ratio. We thus avoid foreign entanglement, 
while providing the only essential feature of in- 
ternational coinage by our own law. 

A Necessity. 

I confiden tulate: The necessity of law 
for the omen dpe money in the United States 
commensurate withour growth in wealth and 
population. 

picture, as within ten years, our population at 
exceeding 80,000,000; our cities dotting a territory 
seventeen times the area of Frnonce; our money 
appliances, meanwhile, necessarily enlarging with 
the consequent enlargement of our intersectional 
trade. — 

We are aware that the United States Director 
of the Mint discovers in the present money- 
plethora in New York an evidence of too abun- 
dant moneyin the United States already. But 
our experiences of like money-plethora in times 
when his own statistics eergs wey a much small- 
er aggregate of money afloat than now, impels us 
to the diametrieally opposite conclusion. 

But some would procure this commensurate in- 
crease of money withia provisions of law to stim- 
ulate the voluntary enlargement of bank-note 
issues. 

ln my opinion no such uirements of law will 
ever again be provided by the United States. Ad- 
os of bank-note circulation are no longer in- 

uential with our legislators, and are now at var- 
iance mutually. 

My profound conviction is that the United 
States will never again pfovide by statute fur the 
maintenance of bank-note issues. I therefore de- 
precate the mapney of real and pretended friends 
of the national banking system on behalf of this 
single privilege which is zealously antagonized by 
an influential section of the people. 

I base my said conviction upon the fundamen- 
totly pow interpretation of the Constitution of 
the United States promulgated first in 1570 as 
from a bare majority of the United States Su- 
preme Court, but enlarged and reaffirmed in 1834 
with only one dissent. 

That this determination is now porenae appears 
in the deepset pocket-interest of the people in the 
$346,000,000 of ** gréenbacks,”’ everywhere regarded 
and by the Nationai Bank Act designated “ law- 
ful money,”’ although formerly deemed, as still 
listed, an item of the public deot. The incum- 
bent. Secretary ef the Treasury now affirms the 
statutory authority to pronounce the coin re- 
serve maintained for possible redemptions of 
these greenbacks to be available for miscellane 
ous appropriations, as Treasury surplus funds. 

Finally, reverting, therefore,to our absolute 
need to enlarge our movey-volume as our do-

81, having touched 82. Everybody had the 
point that 85 would be made in a day or two, 
and that 90 would be seen within the week. 
All the little fellows of vhe street had the 
point, acted upon it, and have been filled with 
regret ever since, But those who wail most 
are not supposed to be the professional spec. 
ulators of the Stock Exchange. 

According toa much circulated report in the 
street certain Economic imsiders have been 
enjoying real life this week. It is declared 
that somhe of those insiders saw with great 
clearness that the absorption of their company 
by the gas trust was certain to result.ina 
great boom for gas trust certificates and so 
earnest, were they in this opinion that they 
were able to induce gas trust people to sell 
them a block of 20,000 shares of gas trust 
stock at last Friday’s figures of 8lorso. It 
was confidently predicted by these farseeing 
gentlemen that 85 would probably be the 
opening price as soon as the big deal 
was publicly acknowleged and that par would 
be reached within aday ortwo. Apparently 
these hopefal people were not really ac- 
quainted with Jamés R. Keene and his stock 
of market resources. The historic Irishman’s 
flea is not init with Keene.

A close second to Keene is ** Deacon” S, V.

He is writing “ privileges ’’ in the free 
and easy fashion of a millionaire, and his sig- 
nature goes, .Even before he was back on 
the Stock Exchange, as he is now, the street 
accepled his name as a guaranty on puts and 
calls, quite on a par With those wfitten by 
Russell Sage, whose millions are said to be 
close to a full hundred. When S. V. White 
failed, betrayed in his corn deal last fall, he 
defaulted on none of his circulating “‘ privi- 
leges,”’ and the street, always awake to details, 
recognized this fact and appreciated it. The 
result is that today his oftice is besieged by 
pat and call brokers, pleading with him to 
make papers on every active stock in the mar- 
ket. He is on the conservative tack, however, 
and is limiting himself to speculative leaders, 
such as Western Union, Louisville and Nash- 
ville, St. Paul, and Chicago Gas, 

When gas broke the other day from 81 to 76 
at a single spurt, it was thought by the street 
that White’s share in the break was impor- 
tant, he having been chosen by Mr. Keene to 
lead the attack. One of Mr. White’s friends 
tells me that since he returned to the ex- 
change the deacon has made over $200,000 net, 
and nowhere in the street is there a doubt 
about the early fulfillment of the pledges that 
the little man has given, to pay creditors dol-

‘I have no confidence in the value of any 
such proceedings. The condition of affairs is 
such at the present time that if any man is 
known to be against monopolies his chances 
for getting into the Counctl are ruined. What 
is the sum of $10,000 expended in defeating an 
objectionable candidate in a certain ward toa 
great monopoly with its millions back of 
it, like the gas trust? No particular blame 
should be attached to the members of the 
City Council when it is remembered that the 
first step they took against monopolies would 
surely result in-their defeat at the next elec- 
tion. Noris it reasonable to ask a State’s 
Attorney to begin proceedings against a great 
trust unless he is assured of the support of 
voters. The idea of this movement is to 
arouse the gas consumers to a realization of 
the imposition that is being practiced upon 
them, Then when the voters are awake to 
this fact the obstacles now presented to the 
establishment of municipal gas. works will 
disappear. The will of the people is supreme, 
and to it the City Council and the Legislature 
must submit. 

‘* Nor have I at present any confidence in 
the protestations of favor to municipal gas- 
works by members of the City Council. Take 
aman like Ed Cullerton, who is said to be 
favorable to their establishment. When the 
matter was once before agitated he went so far 
as to introduce resolutions asking for a com- 
mittee to investigate the feasibility of their 
establishment. He was‘appointed Chairman 
of that committee, and yet it 18 a matter of pub- 
lic record that he never called his committee 
together and the matter was then and there 
dropped. Our Councilmen muvst have the as- 
surance of the citizens’ support before they can 
reasonably be expected to attack any such 
gigantic power to the hazard of their own po- 
sitions, and it is this support that we propose 
now to guarantee them,

Stationary Engineers Talk of Means of 
‘ Abolishing the Nuisance, 

Smoke was the subject under discussion at 
the monthly meeting of association No. 32, of 
the national assoviation of stationarye engi- 
neers at Yondorf’s Hall, North avenue and 


Halsted street last 


evening. 


Frank Nohle presided and the meeting was 
opened with the reading of a paper by Secre- 


tary S. A. Baker. 
said:

**It can be to the advantage of no engineer 
to produce such quantities of smoke as to 
make his place of business a nuisance. There 
can be nu reputable engineer who would not 
prefer to see his chimney smokeless than to 
see a dense black cloud rolling from it. But 


thes question 


is how to prevent it. 


There are scarcely two plants in 
this city that are carried on under precisely 
similar conditions. What will prove a reinedy 
in one case will be utterly inadequate in an- 
other. Each engineer is therefore left to face 
the difficulty alone, and in many cases he finds 
it insurmountable. His chimney continues to 
be a nuisance and his employer ig arrested 
and fined. One of twothings happens. Either 
the engineer is discharged or the agent of 
some smoke-comsuining device inveigles the 
proprietor into trying it. I do not mean to 
say that all smoke-consumers are without 
merit, but Ido mean to say many are utterly 
valueless. No mancan instruct an engineer 
how to fire with dirt or scrapings on grate- 


in a forty-horse power boiler’ with- 
out making smoke and plenty of it. 
But it may be demonstrated that by altering 
a furnace, improving the draft, and putting in 


such other aids as 


the situation demands an 


employer can make his plant non-smoke pro- 
ducing and much more economical.” 

Charles S. Wright, engineering expert for 
the Society for the Suppression of Smoke, 


followed and said: 


‘* T don’t know that I have any new ideas to 
offer in this matter of smoke suppression. 
The subject has been worn threadbare. There 
is only one way, in my opinion, to go about 
the matter, and that is to look carefully into 


the requirements 


of each case and then find 


the reinedy. There is no class of citizens 
more curious to see the smoke problem solved 
than the engineers themselves. It is only 


just, after we look 


into a case, to suggest sev- 


eral remedies, either one of which will 


give the desired 


result. We should not 


advocate one device, for there are doubtless 
many which are equally meritorious. The 
question of down-draft has come forward as a 
solution of this problem lately, and though I 
am not here in the interest of any one system 
I must say, after much investigation, that I 
am in favor of the down-draft. When you 
were compelled to make steam and at the 
game time ccntrol the smoke you know it 
greatly interfered with your work. You were 
not able to accomplish as much as when your 
only business was to burn coal and gnake 
steam. In the down-draft you have an agent 
which is economical and which will greatly 
assist you in solving the smoke problem. The 
Society for the Suppression of Smoke does not 
wish to be arbitrary, but it has been created 
by a public demand and will insist that the 
smoke nuisance shall be abated. It there- 
fore asks your codperation and desires that 
you lend its agents every assistance in their

C. W. Mills believed the movement on the 
part of the public for the suppression of the 
smoke nuisance to be a part of the general 
progression of the age. In that movement 
there was an opportunity for the improve- 
ment of the engineer and the promotion of, 
his class from trade to professional work. It 
therefore became his duty to study this ques- 
tion carefully. As one medicine would not 
effect a cure in every disease neither would 
the same remedy be available for all en- 
gineers and all furnaces. — a

Death of Henry Lewis. x 

Henry F. Lewis died yesterday morning 
his home, No. 346 Dearborn avenue. The 
funeral services will be held at 1 o’clock to- 
morrow afternoon. The interment, which 
will be private, will be held at Rosehill. 
Mr. Lewis was born at Sterling, Conn., Dec. 
4, 1832. He came to Chicago in 1855, and has 
made his home 1n this city ever since. On his 
arrival here he engaged in the land business 
with his brothers, John and Allen C., whom 
he survived. Jobn died at Beloit, Wis., in 1874, 
leaving a large estate, and Allen C. died in 1877. 
He made a will in which he appointed his 
brother Henry, Hugh A. White, and J. M. 
Adsit trustees. He provided in his will for 
the founding of the Lewis Polytechnic School. 
They were empowered to begin work on the 
ool as soou as bis estate reached the $800,- 

mark. It is now worth $1,000,000 and 
everything is in readiness to proceed with the 
work. Property has been purchased on Mor- 
gan street, between Van Buren and Congress, 
and ground will be broken as soon as a trustee 
is elected in place of Henry F. Lewis. Since 
1871 Mr. Lewis has devo much of his time 
to the management of his own and his 
brother’s estates. Two weeks ago he was 
stricken with paralysis. He rallied, but asec- 
ond attack came, and he died yesterday morn-

Even then, in 
many cases, I consider it a hardship to send 
them to the brideweil, but in the cases of such 
boys as Shevlin it would be useless to send 
then to either Feehanville or Glenwood, for 
those institutions could not keep them one 
day. This all tends to demonstrate the need 
of a State reformatory for the care and re- 
striction of this class of criminals. 

“Such an institution would have to be lo- 
cated at a point not less than ten miles dis- 
tant from Chicago and built on an extension 
scale, The building, grounds, and full equip- 
ment would probably cost $500,000 and the 
running expenses would be in the neighbor- 
hood of $150,000 a year. But even at that cost 
it would be economy, for it would care fora 
large and constantly increasing class, and re- 
suit in the reclaiming of many boys and girls 
who under existing conditions are fast bevcom- 
ing expert thieves and a detriment to society. 
The most expert thieves and burglars in this 
country were criminals before they were 15 
years of age, and uniess some effort 
is made at once to restrain the boys 
within the next ten years the increase 
of criminals will be 50 per cent more than it 
is at present. I would have the State institu- 
tion provide for boys and girls; removed from 
all political influences and non-sectarian, with 
a corps of officers and attendants familiar 
with this class of wurk and in charge of a 
man of the experience of Maj. McClaughry.”’ 


NO OTHER PLACE FOR BOYS, 


Police Justices Agree That a New Instita- 
tion is Needed for Young Offenders. 

A youth who gets into the clutches of the 
law, no matter what petty charge may be 
placed against hirn or whether he be innocent 
or not, has a hard road to travel. There is no 
doubt of that. Unlike the older habitués of 
police courts, he knows not the ins and outs, 
aod can do naught but stand and cry, listen to 
the charge made against him, receive his sen- 
tence, and be led off to pay the penalty for the 
crime of which he is accused. 

A talk with the Police Justices of Chicago 
yesterday showed that nearly every Justice is 
against the sending of boys to the bridewell, 
but they claim that in many instances they 
van make no other disposition of the cases. 
They claim they have no authority to send 
boys to any of the other institutions, and that 
while in many instatices they do it there are 
m any cases where the boys are returned after 
being refused by the Superintendents of the 
different institutions. Nearly all unite in de- 
elaring that the inain cause of sending boys to 
the bridewell is the lack of proper facilities to 
send and care for them elsewhere. 

If a boy who is arrested for a petty crime 
be unknown to the police he is usually sent 
by the Justice to the detention departinent 
for boys which has lately been attached to the 
Detention Hospital, and which was formerlya 
department of the County Jail. A fine is al- 
ways imposed todetain him. Here his case 
is considered by the representatives of Feehan- 
ville, Pontiac, and Gienwood. If all of these 
institutions refuse to take him, which in 
many instances in the case, there is no other 
place but the bridewell. The agents of the 
institutions, itis said, pay but little attention 
to the cases of boys whvw are transferred to the 
Detention Department, but if an. agent of 
somé society becomes interested the boy’sel- 
dom reaches the bridewell. 


Each Fine Means Another Criminal, 


Police Justice Edward T. Glennon, who 
holds forth each morning at the Armory, 
ons grey has more

As Judge Longen- 
ecker said, itis simply a school of vice for 
boys: A Police Justice really has no 
authoriity to send a who is 
arraigned before him for, the violation 
of acity ordinance to any institution. Ac- 
cording to his duty he should either discharge 
hit, send him to the bridewell, or nold him 
to the Criminal Cotrt, according to the charge 
against him.. Yet I never send a boy to the 
bridewell wno is under 17 years of ageif I 
can possibly help it. While I know the result 
there are cases wherein I can do nothing else. 
if there happens to be a representative of 
some society present when a boy is arraigned 
before me immediately call him and 
give the boy into his charge with instructions 
to investigate the case and make the best dis- 
position possible. I have nu power to compel 
these people or even a police officer to follow 
such instructions, and when they do it it is 
siimply.a matter of kindness. It causes them 
po small amount of trouble to look after a 
boy until a final disposition is made, and few 
sells officers can spare the time, although 
they frequently do. 

Boys Can Make no Defense. 

“Nearlfiall of the boys arrested do not 
know enough to make any defense to the 
charges made against them, and, as a Police 
Justice, [can do nothing more than take the 
testiinony of the officers and act accordingly.” 

* But their cases could be continued until 
they could be investigated or the representa- 
tive of some society or institution notified ?”’ 

“That in many cases is done, but only a 
short continuance can be given, as they refuse 
to keep them in the stations, which are gen- 
erally overcrowded. The only way to remedy 
the matter igto provide a proper institution 
where such boys could be sent.”’ 

Police Justice David J. Lyon, whose court 
is also at the armory, said: 

‘i don’t and never did believe in sending 
boys to the bridewell. I could mention many 
cases which have developed in past years 
where young boys sent to the bridewell gradu- 
ated as.criminals of the werst kind. First 
they are arrested for being in bad company 
and sent to the  bridewell. This is 
but . the commencement of their ca- 
reer. WThey are out but a short 
time when they are arraigned again ona 
more serious charge, and so on until they virt. 
ually spend their lives in the penitentiary. 
If they had not been sent to the bridewell

The boys who are held to the Criminal Court 
for robbery and other crimes are in most 
cases discharged by the grand jury or in trial, 
and they consequently fare better than boys 
who are sent to the bridewell on such charges 
as “‘a diversive tendency to the breach of the 
peace.” | 
Bad Influences Surrounding Boys. 
“Except in extreme cases, I believe that 
the practice of sending young boys to tho 
bridewell is at the best pernicious,” said Jus- 
tice Jarvis Blume last night. “The fact is 
a boy is an imitative animal—he copies 
what he observes most in his daily environ- 
ments. Place a boy in the bridewell once and 
he will adopt, after a short time spent there, 
the language, the swagger, the code of moral 
and even the very dress and mannerisms 0 


_the most desperate criminals incarcerated 


there. It seems almost a crying sin to 
send a boy to the bridewell, and 
when parents or guardians can come 
forward and give some guarantee that’ the boy 
shall be taken care of I caunot feel that I 
have done right to commit such lads to such a 
place. In a city of the size and importance of 
Chicago some place should be established 
where these boys might be sent. If a com- 
mittee of citizens should take the matter in 
hand, investigate, and formulate a plan, I be- 
lieve that tne generosity of private citizens 
would inside of a week cause to be established 
such a needed institution. 

“The House of Refuge at Cincinnati, which 
I have been through, answers the problem 
completely. Several endowment funds fur- 
nish the means for the continuance of the in- 
stitution, and of the hundreds of boys and 

irls whe have been there not one has gone 
back into evil ways. Every boy is taught a 
trade; they enter sometimes as incorrigible, 
but are turned out good men. . This institu- 
tion, or its like, is needed right here in Chi- 
cago. The city is poor but the citizens are 
rich, Tio them should bethe credit of bring- 
ihg such an institution into existence to pre- 
vent the graduation of educated criminals 
from the junior ranks of the bridewell.”’ 


WHAT THE POLICE MATRONS SAY. 


Have Decided Views on the Im- 
prisonment of Small Boys. 

Mrs. McDonald, the matron of Desplaines 
Street Station, speaking of small boy offend- 
ers and the bridewell, said that she did not 
think the boys sent to the bridewell showed 
any marked signs of improvement on their 
return, but argued that chere was no other 
place to send them. ‘“ Reform of young 
criminals must eommence at home,” said 
Mrs. McDonald. “The worst cases we have 
to contend with are young boys and girls who 
receive nothing but muschievous teaching at 
their own homes, and if parents were true to 
the duty to their children few of them would 
grace the city prisons or reformatories.”’ 

Mrs. Ward, the matron at the Maxwell 
Street Station, is yehemently opposed to the 
practice of committing young boys to the 
bridewéll and believes that some proper re- 
formatory school should be established. “I 
have been matron at various stations during 
the last two years and! never knew a boy to 
go out to the bridewell and come back better. 
They go once and go again. From the sur- 
roundings of school or home they are thrown 
in with all the varied forms of criminal life. 
They make the acquaintance of noted crim- 
inals, look them up when they leave, and be- 
come ready touls in their designing hand.”’ 

Matron Brewer of the West Chicago Avenue 
“T believe that every 
boy sent to the bridewell is given a step on the 
road to crime. From whib tana at the station 
I am firmly of the opinion that an institution 
of some kind should be founded to which boys 
accused of crime could be sent. Mix them 
with hardened criminals, let them come under 
their contaminating influences, and you do 
sumething that cannot be undone for years to 
come. Keep the boys by themselves and you 
wili have an easier task reforming them.’’

WORKMEN JOIN THEM. 


BERLIN’S MOBS INCREASED, BUT 
po LITTLE DAMAGE, 


Numerous Small Outbreaks, Which the Po- 


lice Beat Down with Their Sabers’ 
Edges—The Trouble Grew from the Ke- 
fusal of City Work to Starving Masons— 
People of Other German Cities Crying 
for Bread—Press Censorship Is Severe— 
The New French Cabinet.

Bertin, Feb. 27.—Despite the generally 
quiet aspect of the streets during the morning 
and afternoon, just apprehensions were felt 
and the public was anxious to know 
what would happen during the even- 
ing. Groups of rowdies were re- 
ported to be assembling in the Neuen market 
and the Haecksche market, in Grutetweg and 
other centers, chiefly in the northern and east- 
ern parts of the city. Along the Unter-den- 
Linden and in the Schloss platz quiet prevailed. 
Mounted police were patrolling all the leading 
thoroughfares around the Schloss and kept 
the people on the move. Patrols also occu- 
pied the market places and the streets con- 
verging upon the quarters occupied by work- 
mgmen. The situation seemed to be under 
the absolute control of the police until night- 
fail, when the rowdyism renewed its tussle 
with the authorities. 

The first encounter occurred at the Haeck- 
esche market. A noisy mob gradually as- 
sembled there after 4 o’clock. It consist- 
ed of young workingmen who had probably 
become excited with beer after leaving their 
work, and largely, also, the most rowdy 
element of Berlin. The patrols got so blocked 
in the masses of the crowd that they sent 
for reinforcements, Then they charged the 
mob with their sabers drawn, driving them 
towards Neue Friedrich strasse and Orainien- 
burger strasse. The several thousand rioters 
thus split up by the police tactics reassembled 
later on the parading streets in the northern 
quarters, 

Many Workmen in the Mobs, 

Rosenthal strasse became the next focus 
of the  moting. ‘The position here at 9 
o’clock appeared to be critical. A great mass 
of people, many of whom were obviously 
genuine workingmen, but among whom were 
a host of loafers, assembled in groups listen- 
ing to Socialist speakers who violently de- 
nounced the goverament, the police, and in 
fact everything comprising the existing or- 
der of things. The police made 
another @harge on the mob and repeat- 
ed it again and again, but the crowd 
after giving way alittle at each charge re- 
closed their ranks and fought the police with 
desperate energy, using as weapons sticks, 
stones, heavy.billets of wood, and anything 
they could lay hands upon. 

The police were getting the worst of the 
contest, as they had only used the flat sides 
of their ewords in striking, but when they 
saw the tide of battle turping against 
them they did not hesitate to use 
the edge of their sabers, and they struck 
right and left, caring naught for the 
wounds they inflicted, but determined 
to overcome the rioters. A large number of 
the rioters were badly hart, and some of 
the wounds inflicted by the keen-edged sabers 
in the hands of the police are apt to result 
seriously, A large number of the wounded 
were taken to surgeries in the vicinity, where 
their injuries are attended to. 

By half-past 10 the Rosenthal mélée waa 
over and a large number ef the rioters were 
safe under lock and key in the police stations. 
As on Thursday, some uf the rioters took ad- 
vantage of the uproar to smash shop windows 
and seize upon the goods displayed in them, 
or anything else that came within their reach. 

A feature of tonight’s rows has been the 
large increase in the number of workingmen 
who were mixed up with the mob. Hitherto 

part of the crowd have 
men who are. “never 
work, professional agita- 
tors, and the dregs of humanity which infest 
the city. Touight, however, there were many 
genuine workingmen in the crowds. This 
nay be attributed to the fact that today 
is pay-day for mechanics, laborers, etc., 
and carried away by the  0»prevailing 
excitement and a liberal supply of money 
wherewith to purehase intoxicants they were 
drawn into the maelstrom of disorder, and 
when charged by the police they fuught as des- 
perately as did the others of the mub. 
Police Hampered by the Crowds, 

The difficulties under which the police la- 
bored were greatly added to by the 
streams of people who paraded the streeets 
not to create any disturbance, but 
to watch the “fun” when it did occur. 
They, of course, hampered the police, for the 
latter, though displaying no hesitancy in 
charging the mdbs, did not desire to injure 
peaceable citizens, and consequently Shey 
were not as free in their actions as they other- 
wise would have been. 

A rumor gained currency that all the un- 
employed of the city were to form a monster 
procession and march down Friederich strasse 
and along the Unter den Linden, Al- 
though common reagoning powers should have 
shown that no such procession would be al- 
lowed, that any such idea was utterly chimer- 
ical, tens of thousands of oversons, men, 
women, and children, gathered along the al- 
leged route of the procession. It 1s needless 
to say that their curiosity was not gratified. 

The riots in the Haecxesche market and in 
Rosenthal strasse showed the determination of 
the mobs to resist the authorities to their ut- 
most. The advice given to the Socialists by 
their organ, the Vorwarts, does nut seem to 
have had the excellent effect that was 
suspected upon the Socialist workingmen. 
That paper appealed to the Socialists to act 
in an orderly manner, but the appeal fell on 
unheeding ears or, else the influence of the 
beer-houses was more potent than good ad- 
vice, 

Disorder in the Suburbs, 

All the police available were concentrated 
tonight in the northeast districts of the city. 
After the fight in Rosenthal strassd serious 
collisions occurred in Brunnen and Frank- 
furter strasse., 

As the rioting increased the authorities is- 
sued an order calling upon the people to close 
their houses and to remain -indoors. This 
order, however, did not suffice to keep the 
curious off the streets, and many unoffending 
persons must have suffered for their im- 
prudence at the hands of the police. 

Ata late hour the central authorities were 
warned that the disorders were spreading to 
Tegol, an outlying suburb, where a crowd 
which was certainly not composed of loafers 
had been fighting the police. The mounted 
gendarmes were also called out in the Nieder- 
Barnim District. 

Tonight closes with worse prospects for to- 
morrow. The authorities, believing that 
a spread of the rioting is then 
likely, have taken extended precau- 
tions to meet the trouble. All troops 
are now ordered to be confined to their 
barracks, and the dawn of Sunday 
is anxiously awaited. It is believed 
that shouid serious disturbances occur 
tomorrow it will be necessary to 
appeal to the military authorities tor. as- 
sistance. The police are tired out with their 
struggles of the last three days, and are in no 
fit condition to handle the situation energet- 
ically. - 

Many Men Refased City Work. 

_ Tracing the immediate genesis. of the riots, 
it will be found in the appeal of the 
unemployed masons to Burgomaster Forken- 
beck for employment in municipa! work. 
Herr Forkenbeck declined to see the dele- 

ates appointed by the masons, but Under- 

urgomaster Zelle received them and 
declared that the municipal author- 
ities could not give them work. 
He referred them to Herr, Blankenstein, Su- 
perintendent of Works. The latter promised 
to use his influence with the contractors to 
have Berlin work:ngmen who were the fathers 
of families given the preference when oppor- 
tunities for work offered. 

It was doubted that this would be of much 
assistance to the men and their families 
many of whom were on the verge of 
starvation. A meeting at Friedrichshain fol- 
lowed. Herr Rohe, one of the delegates 
told the 3,000 unemployed masuns, «i 
penters, and painters who then gath- 
ered that there was no immediate chance of 
ne eames authorities furnishing them 

or

Malcontents Grow More Violent. 


The Emperor’s advice to malcontents to emi- 
grate has added fuel to the flatnes, and theend 
now cannot be told, though it is certain that 
if the soldiery are called upon much blood- 
shed wiil follow. 

Berlin is not alone in her troubles. Dis- 
tress is prevalent in every populace center of 
Germany, and the cry for bread is clamorous. 
During the week bread riots have occurred in 
Dantzic and’ Brunswick. Meetings of the 
suffering poor have been held in Hamburg 
and Breslau. 

In scores of places the strikés that have 
occurred during the last tew months, always

resulting in the defeat of the men and the ex-~ 


haustion of the benetit funds, have assisted 
the employers to reduce work, causing further 
trouble for the men. 

Many members of the Reichstag have been 
watching the police encoynters with the mob 
and the situation has been keenly discussed in 
the lobbies of the House. The socialistic mem- 
bers are personally. active in dissuading 
the workingmen from taking part in the man- 
ifestations, The government members ac- 
cuse the Socialists of playing a duuble game, 
ostensibly restraining but secretly inciting 
the workingmen to violence. On the other 
hand the Socialists charge that police agents 
are fomenting riots in order to enable the 
governinent to execute a grand coup of whole- 
sale repression. 


Early Demonstrations of the Day. 


Throughout the morning and the early part 
of the afternoon small gatherings were 
continually forming in the Unter den Linden 
and in the square between the museum and 
the castle. The police speedily dispersed 
them, meeting with no resistance to speak of, 
and preven any obstruction to traffic. The 
crowd attempted to hold no large meeting. 

When the guard was changed atthe castle 
the crowd which generally gathers to look 
upon that ceremony was today much smaller 
than usual. At 1:30 a band of loaf- 
ers created a °° disturbance near 
the museum. When the police attempted 
to disperse them they resisted and a short, 
though fierce, struggle followedy, The police 
were finally the victors and the loafers 
sought to escape from arrest by taking 
to their heels. A feature that marked 
the crowds which filled the streets 
today was thatthe people were mostly well- 
dressed. Few roughs were visible, and those 
who showed themselves were evidently im- 
pressed with the futility of making any further 
attempts to provide themselves with beer, 
cigars, and groceries at the expense of the 
shopkeepers, 

At half-past 2 the Emperor, in an open car- 
riage, accompenied. only by an aide, emerged 
from the castle and took a drive about the 
city that occupied an hour. Shortly 
after his return to the castle the Em- 
press went driving. Both the Emperor and 
Empress were greeted quietly and respectfully 
by the crowds of promenaders. The streets 
are strongly guarded and 300 reserve police- 
men are held in readiness at the service in 
ease of any violent demonstration before it 
but it is not believed that they will be called 
upon, 

Work of the Lawless Element. 

The impression continues to gain ground 
that the troubles were not due entirely to the 
Socialists nor to the resident werking 
men of. the city. It is of course 
impossible in Berlin as in other places to con- 
duct building operations in the cold weather 
aud the result is that thousands of men have 
to submit to long periods of enforced 
idleness. The same _ conditions prevail 
in the labor markets throughout Gerinany, 
with the result that large auisbem of working- 
men have flocked to the ‘capital, where they 
found their position worse than if they re- 
mained at home. 

‘There is in Berlin a certain class that only 
want an opportunity to pillage to take ad- 
vantage, of it, and to them can be 
attributed much of the trouble that 
has caused 80 much excitement 
here. No doubt many workimgmen, some of 
whom were Socialists, took part ia the riot- 
ing, but it is believed that when the truth is 
known the rough and lawless element 
will be tound to be mostly to blame for 
the pillaging of shops, the breaking of win- 
dows, and other acts of disorder. It is thought 
that one effect of the demonstrations, how- 
ever, will be that efforts will be inade to fur- 
nish work to the unemployed. Already 
the Socialist-Democratic members of the 
Council have proposed that a special meeting 
of that body be held to discuss an urgent mo- 
for the 
needy by starting public works. 


Press Censorship Is Severe, 

The fact was made clear today that the 
press censor of Berlin has been busy at work 
since Thursday altering and changing the 
tenor of riot dispatches sent out of Ger- 
many. So much so that a number of newspa- 
per correspondents, the representative of the 
London Times, for ins*ance, have been in- 
formed from their home offices that their dis- 
patches were, in some cases, almost illegible, 
as they had left whole sentences out, and that 
their stories were disconnec The Times 
man was indignant and made an investiga- 
tion. 

He called for his “copy” at the telegrapn 
office and found that whole phrases, sentences, 
paragraphs, words, and figures had been blot- 
ted out, and that in other cases words he 
had never written had been interpolated. In 
the latter instance he noticed that the matter 
had been made to read so as to min- 
imize the rioting and to make it appear that 
the affair was not nearly so important as it 
really was. The Times correspondent indig- 
nantly demanded to know by whose authority 
those changes had been made and was calmly 
informed that it was by order of the press 
censor. 


EMPEROR RETURNED BY CARRIAGE. 


Mobs in the Street Alarmed Him, Accord- 
| ing to Parisian Reports. 
[SP RCIAL CABLE. |! 

Pants, Feb. 27.—I have just seen a diplo- 
matic dispatch, according to which the Berlin 
riots have an even graver character than was 
at first supposed. 

Even diplomatic telegrams are not allowed 
to be forwarded without passing through the 
hands of the censors. The number of shops 
plundered by the mob is very large, and last 
night a body of rioters threw a police 
figent into the river. The _ rioting 
began again this morning. So great was the 
mob massed before the castle that a mounted 
policeman was sent to the Thiergarten, 
where the Emperor was riding, to 

mperor was 60 
the news that, 
riding back to the castle, 
he got into a closed carriag@®, On his way he 
received several police reports, which led to 
his ordering his coachman to return through 
the side streets. He crept home by a back door. 

Tne police charged the rioters again today 
ina most brutal fashion, After the charge 
numerous ls of blood were seen in the 
roadway. The E:nperor’s evasion of the crowd 
has made an unfavorable impression in politi- 
cal circles.

THE BEST FACE ON THE MATTER, 


An Authorized Version of the Affair Tells 
of Riots in the Streets. 

Lonpon, Feb. 27.—A telegram from Berlin 
was received in this city at midnight putting 
the best face on the state of affairs in the Ger- 
man Capital. 

- It says that at 5 o’clock “this evening a body 
of young men, to the number of 500, formeda 
line and tried to march past Emperor 
William’s palace. The police, however, 
took vigorous measures to disperse the 
paraders, and with drawn sabers went down 
on their ranks. After a hand-to-hand fight in 
which many heads were broken the officers 
succeeded in gaining the mastery over the 
paraders. The various dry-goods stores in the 
city closed their doors early. 

A band of 600 men,who were marching from 
Charlottenburg to Meabit were intercepted 
by a force of police and easily dis- 
pe A number of fights of 
small dimensions, between police and 
rioters occurred periodically all through the 


evening until 9 o’clock. After that hour, how- | 


ever, the police were &ble to preserve ordér 
without much difficulty.

CRUELTY TO GERMAN MARINES, 


They Were Thrashed with a Rope’s End— 
Phelps’ Interesting Trip in Ecypt. 

Berwin, Feb. 27.—During the discussion of 
the navy estimates in the Reichstag Herr 
Metzger, a Socialist, drew the attention of the 
House to the cases of ill-treatment of marines 
at Wilhelmshaven. 

Admiral! Hollman replied to Herr Metzger, 
deciaring that no punishment had been in- 
flicted except such as provided by law. Several 
marines, he said, had been punished for over- 
staying their leave of absence, They had de- 
clared that ia spite of this punishment they 
would-repeat the offense whenever they had a 


chance. This insubordination on the part of | 


them had led their comrades to fear a general 
curtailment of leave of absence, and they 
therefore avenged themselves on the malcon- 
tents by thrashing them with a rope’s end. 
This rough treatment had not been cruel, 
The offenders had, according to the Admiral, 
been suitably punished. 

Advices received here report that the Hon.

Other Contests Fitzsimmons Won, 
Fitzsimmons then began fighting under

Leaving 
New Zealand Fitz went to Sydney and defeat- 
ed Brinsincad, a 178pound man, in two 
rounds. Then came in rapid succession a 
number of victories. Jack Greentree lasted 
three rounds, Dick Sandal four, Bill Slavin 
seven, Eager three, Conway, champion of Bal- 
larat,thrée, Dick Ellis three,and Starlight nine. 
His last battle in Australia was with Prof, West, 
a heavyweight. ‘ Fitz’’ won intwo rounds. 
Arrived in this country he whipped Billy Mc- 
Carthy in nine rounds and punched ou’ Ar- 
thur Upham in five. Then came his victory 
over Jack Dempsey in thirteen rounds. His 
only defeat was at the hands of Jim Hall, who 
put hin out in three rounds in Australia, 

Fitzsimmons is in active training, and is 
pursuing nearly the sare course. that 
he did previous to his _. great bat- 
tle with Dempsey,up to that time dubbed 
the *“* Nonpareil.”’ He takes ashort walk be- 
fore breakfast, afterwards arun from six to 
ten miles, clad in heavy flannels. On his re- 
turn he is sponged and rubbed down, 
and then — he takes things easy 
until 1 o’clock, when he dines. He eats what 
he epee his diet not being limited, and 
drinks moderately of bottled lager beer and 
black tea. After dinner he punches the ball 
and spars with Vauquelin, Vanheest, Robert- 
son, and Carroll, after which he is again 
rubbed down and sponged with alcohol. 
Afterwards sometimes he shoes a norse or 
chops down a tree, but this is not considered 
apart of his training. He now weighs 
close to 165 pounds. He is nearly 30 years of 
age, 6 feet tall, 48 inches around the chest, 51 
inches around the shoulders, 34 inches waist, 
3744 inches hips, 22 inches calf, 14 inches 
biceps, 12 inches forearm, 8 inches wrist, and 
17 inches neck. He exhibits great speed, 
strength, cleverness, wind, and endurance. 
He is in excellent condition and will doubtless 
make a splendid showing with Maher.

| CORRIGAN’S FINE LOT. 


THE GREAT CHICAGO STABLE 
NEARLY READY TO RACE, 


All but Thrifty, Sterling, and Enthusiast 
Are in. Fine Form—Ryan and Needham 
Are Ready and Needham Is Betting 
Favorite—Garfield Park Derby Entries— 
Racing at New Orleans, St. Louis, 
Gloucester, and Guttenberg—Southern 
and Western League Matters. 


Mosrze, Ala., Feb, 27.—[{Special.)|—With 
nominally fair racmg luck this year Ed Cor- 
rigan, on class alone, appears to have “a 
shade the best of it” in the 38-year-old and 
all aged stakes of the Western circuit. The 
string of eighteen which are wintering here 
are in splendid shape. The'winter has been 
unusually mild at Mobile, the horses are 
healthy and lusty, with one or two excep- 
tions, and that this point 1s an ideal one for 
wintering and training is proved by the return 
here of Corrigan after last year’s trial, and of 
the string of Capt. 5. S. Browne, who -has 
nineteen horses at his private training course, 
the Bascombe track, about two miles from 
the city. 

Mr. Corrigan selected this year the old 
Magnolia course (the track and homestead 
were formerly owned by Capt. William Cot- 
trill), which is seven miles below the city on 
the bay shore.. The urive is over a magnifi- 
cent level stretch of roud, made firm by 
crushed and rolled oyster shells. The soil of 
these two tracks is a light, sandy loam, cover- 
ing from one to four inches astratum of 
stiff clay. This makes a soft and grateful 
elastic, yet firin footing for the horses. The 
drainage is natural and the courses never be- 
come muddy or lumpy. .

colt. The black 3-year-old Mariner was cut down 
in a race at Chicago last summer, the off hind 
boof being nearlytorn away.

Ethel, the very fast Longfellow filly that was 
always handsome, looks even better than in 
her last year’s form at this time. In the 3- 
year-oid division the slashing colts are Phil 
Dwyer, which is nearly sixteen hands high, 
with the same racehorse outlines that made 
him one of the best-looking 2-year-olds 
of last year. The brother to Free- 
land, Cicero, was rather a small 2-year- 
old; but e has developed into a 
big colt; Lew Weir is also developed into a 
great big fellow. Huron has begun to grow 
since he caine South. It is thought that his 
preparation for the Futurity Stake last fall, 
which circumstances made necessarily hur- 
ried, was of sucha nature as to retard his 
development; he may not be raced early, but 
he must be calculated as a possibility in all 
his stake entries from May onward. Czsar, 
the black Longfellow colt out of Maggie B.., is 
a nice looking little fellow alongside of Corri- 
gan’s string of big fellows; he and the Belle 
Knight colt have good open action in motion 
and look as if both would yet earn their vats, 
though still maidens. 

It looks as if the handsomest of the 2-year- 
olds are those which have gone amiss—the 
Modesty colt Thrifty, Sterling, and Enthusiast, 
through the b. c. Joe Murphy, the Jennie 
Macey filly, and the filly out of Sisterly all 
look as if they would make racehorses. Mr. 
Corrigan is satisfied with the condition of his 
horses, and is quite proud of their appear- 
an:e. Nearly every morning while he is in 
Mobile he invites a party of Mobile ladies 
and gentlemen, and sometimes some of the 
Western colony wintering at Magnolia, to an 
early breakfast and a view of the horses at 
their morning work. 

It is noticeable that he has entered his 3- 
year-olds very freely in the all-aged stakes all 
along the line in the West. This is an incident 
showimg his own high opinion of their caliber;

CHANGE NOT NEEDED. 


PRESENT BASEBALL PITCHING 
RULES ARE ALL BIGHT. 


The Proposition to Reduce the Number of 
Called Balls Will Only Add to One of 
the Already Disagreeable Features of 
the Game—George Slusson Expresses 
Himself in a Straightforward Way on 
His Latest Challenge—Arbitrary Legis- 
lation by a Racing Association. 


One of the changes to be made in the base- 
ball rules the coming seasor will be the reduc- 
tion of called balls from four to three. It is 
to be hoped that the measure will yet be killed, 
although it seems destined to pass. The 
pitching rules are ali right as they now stand. 
The reduction of the numberof called balls 
will tend to increase the number of bases on 
balls, one of the most disugreeable features of 
the game as itis now played, Advocates of 
the proposed change claim that it will in- 
crease the batting and that the public demand 
is for plenty of batting. They argué that the 
ideal games are those in which aclub bats 
out five or six runs in the last inning and thus 
wins a game. This may be true enough, but 
there is not one game in twenty-five 
where such a result would be reached. After 
all the most interestmg games played are 
those where the score is close from the first to 


the last inning. Then a crisis may be reached 


in the game, with every ball handed up to the 
plate by the pitcher: The public understands 
the game well enough to know this, and it is 
calling very loudly for more batting. The 
trouble with increasing the batting is that tbo 
often it is all done by one side, and the result 
is that the game is robbed of all interest in 
the early innings. 

Last season was the most successful from a 
playing standpoint that the game has ever en- 
joyed. More exciting contests were furnished 
and the grade of execution was better than 
evér before, Because the official records show 
that the batting percentages were lower than 
ever before, the league magnets have jumped 
at the conclusion that the batting was weaker 
than in previous years and that the pitchers 
needed more restrictions. Such is not the 
case. The truth is that the art of fielding is 
being perfected more and more each year. 
The introduction of heavy gloves into the in- 
field enables the players to stop balls that a 
few years since would have been allowed to 
go on*theirc way unmolested. The old rule 
for scoring introduced some years ago, under 
which a batsman was credited with a base hit 
for balls driven too fast for an infielder to 
handle, has almost become a dead letter. An 
infielder can take care of almost anything he 
can get his hands on now with the protection 
afforded him. Then, too, the outfielders have 
grown. marvelously accurate in handing 
fly balls, Particularly .has improve- 
ment been shown on line-drives. A lon 
line drive is the most difficult bal 
tw judge on a ball field, but the outfielders of 
today have mastered them. Drives that a tew 
years since would have netted three bases, 
were pulled down with ease last season. The 
league people seem to have overlooked this 
improvement in their figuring. 

‘It is claimed that the reason so many bases 
on balls are now given is that pitchers waste 
too many balls. This may be true in a 
measure, but not wholly so. Nearly every 
pitcher tries to get the first ball over the 
plate but fails as often as he succeeds. Over 
half the bases on balls that are given are ‘not 
the result of carelessness, but a genuine in- 
ability on the part of the pitcher to get the 
ball across the plate. 


* * 

George Slosson seems to have bathed in the 
fountain of youthin truth. A year ago he 
was telling people that he was getting old, 
and thought it about time he retired from 
active competition, Now he issues a new 
challenge each night, some of impossible 
wording and others with the correct ring. His 
last challenge for the championship, directed 
to the winner of the coming Ives and Schaefer 
match, is straightforward and honest. By it 
he challenges the winner to play in Chicago 
under the rules governing the trophy. The 
result of this challenge will probably be to 
keep Schaefer at home until fall. He had 
completed arrangements to goto Europe in 
April, but will hardly be able to do so now. 
There is a genuine harvest awaiting the Wiz- 
ard in France. Eugene Carter is cutting a 
wide swath there, and the Parisian papers are 
lauding him to the skies. If they regard Car- 
ter as a great man what would they not think 
of Schaefer?

If he fail so to do, or if upon such investigation 
he fail to establish the charge so made. he shall 
upon complaint therefore be found guilty and 
penuees by fine, suspension, or expulsion, as the 

ard of Directors may order.

The San Francisco race reporters in future 
must give only straightfgrward accounts of 
the races, and any suggestion that a jockey 
was affected with the famous “ strong arm,”’ 
or that a horse had been “‘stiffed’’ in the 
stable, will lead to the unfortunate scribe’s 
betes — up into the stand and ruled off 
or fined.

to feed them there and steadily diverting the 
grain from centers where it is sorely needed 
to fill the military granaries on the northern 
third line of defense. It is literally hopeless 
to try to learn whether this is true or not. We 
know about as much of whatis going on in 
Corea or Upper Alaska as we do of occur- 


Everybody is proceeding upon the the- 
ory that the famine has effectually 
Russian hands and renders it impossible 
that it should seek to fight. This would be 
a powerful argument about any other coun- 
try, but Russia is an exception to so 
many other rules that there is always room 
for a certain nervousness lest it smash through 
this as well and precipitate its gathered hordes 
of half-fed barbarians upon what, by compar- 
ison with what they now have, would be a 
land overflowing with milk and honey. 

Gladstone’s Time Coming Rapidly. 

Gladstone returns Monday afternoon and 
Charing Cross Station will probably be made 
the center of a popular demonstration such as 
London sees but seldom, The county council 
campaign has stirred up metropolitan radical- 
ism to a unique pitch of fever for one thing. 
But still more potent will be the natural 
tendency to increasing the demonstranon of 
welcome to an octogenarian each year by the 
square root on the implicit theory that it may 
never come again. If he lives he will be 
Premier before autumn snow files. Each week 
of the present session augments the eager 
confidence with which his followers regard the 
coming fight. 

Nothing could better illustrate the despond- 
ency of tne Tory-Unionist press than these 
united, despairing efforts to raise into the 
dignity of a national issue the question 
whether Hartington tried to form a ministry 
of his own or not in 1889, Very probably 
some echoes of this controversy reached you 
before now. It has been raging here heatedly 
for a week, with all sorts of angry recriminat- 
ive charges of bad faith, ignorance and personal 
worthiessness with which the English fight 
their dialectical combats. The whimsical 
truth is that there is nothing whatever to fight 
about; both sides agree as to the fact, only 
they word it differently, and on this hair-split- 
ting pretext the Tories are dragging out their 
heaviest ordnances for pitched battles. 

Nervous About the Young Khedive, 

Probably nothing much will be heard cf 
Egypt during what remains of Salisbury’s 
administration, but those who are watching 
events on the Nile most closely are nervous 
about the new young Khedive. It is already 
discovered that he is much less amenable to 
influence’ from appreved English quarters 
than his father, and is greatly in love with his 
power of doing things which no one has fore- 
seen, at which the judicious most grieve. 
Thus far, of course, the exercise of this 
authority has been confined to sinall matters. 
If a mischievous advisor Came into influence, 
it might easily extend to grave affairs. There 
is no sign in, all this of anti-English or pro- 
French bias on the young man’s part. He is 
simply displaying traits of his race which ad- 
versity subordinated in his father. Tewfik 
was so steady going, well disciplined a man 
that people forgot his blood. Apparently his 
son will dispel this haze of memory. 

Will Stop the Mines for a Time. 

A fortnight hence, unless the unexpected 
happens, England will enter upon a remark- 
able kind of experience of an issue which 
may be of much importance to the world at 
large. The Colliery Proprietors’ Association, 
representing every mine in the north of En- 
gland, and the Miners’ Federation, embracing 
280,000 miners, are agreed that coal is too 
cheap for profit and wages too low for com- 
fort. Accordingly they propose tu combine 
and stop work for an undefined period with 
the view of creating a coal famine. A general 
closure has been ordered for March 12, The 
expectation is that the shortage will swiftly 
affect the factories, gas-works, and household 
needs and compel a speedy concession of 
higher prices in order to prevent competition 
from Belgian and German fieids. The Miners’ 
Federation is working to secure the coépera- 
tion of the Sailors’ and ’Longshoremen’s 'l'rade 
Leagues to boycott the transmission and 
handling of foreign coals. How much trouble 


seeri—in one sense, the more the better, for 
any prolonged or disastrous struggle will 
raise a powerful popular demand for the na- 
tionalization of mines, which will be perhaps 
the strongest plank in the whole platform of 
land reformers. 

The Montagu Case Was Not a Sample.

Montagu of Colaraine, who accidentally killed 
her 3-year old daughter by tying her up in a 
dark closet in such a way that the child 
slipped her bonds and strangled to death. La-

cause of a conviction in the Criminal Covrt 
and the second time because the accused 
person was a fugitive from justice. In De 
Cobain’s case it lacked nothing to make it 
detestable in the eyes.of all mankind, Revolt- 
ing in itself he made it worse by the dreadful 
religious hypocricy he: associated with it. His 
victims were attendants ata Bible class and 
the scoundrel himself never failed to be pres- 
ent at the private prayer meeting, which.was 
sometimes heldina room in the House of 
Parliament.

Causes Sharp Criticism—*“ Gazette” Says It 
Shows Ignorance of Its Framers.

Lonpon, Feb. 27.—The reeent decision of 
the Treasury Department at Washington that 


1 after April no animals should be admitted 


free of duty unless accompanied by a certified 
recoid of pedigree for five generations on the 
sire’s side and of four on the dam’s side — nat- 
urally has created great excitement among the 
live-stock breeders of this country. They 
have the consolation of knowmg, however, 
that it will create quite as much consterna- 
tion among the live-stock importers of Amer- 
ica, and the rule cuts both ways. 

If the framers of the decision had any prac- 
tical knowledge of this particular branch of 
commerce they would at least have worded it 
more carefully. The excuse given for its 
adoption is the alleged importation of 
mongrel animals as eligible for free entry 
and that registers had been established for the 
purpose of defrauding the United States cus- 
toms. Several Americans here are now buy- 
ing horses and know nothing of the decision, 
as they are not looking for thoroughbreds. 
Mr. Hexter, for instance, is buying for Mr. 
Forest with a view to the stud at Katonah, N. 
Y. His specialties are hackneys, Welsh and 
Shetland ponies. To get pedigrees of ail the 
ancestors of these for five generations will 
more than puzzle even horse dealers and 
breeders, — 

The Gazette says the decision almost anni- 
hilates sheep importing and sounds the death- 
knell of the horse-import:ng industry, refer- 
ring of course to the United States. 

It further says: ‘‘1ts promulgation by the 
Treasury. Department indicates a belief that 
the stocks of Clydesdaleshires, Percherons, 
Belgians, etc., were mostly all mongrel bred, 
so that it requires at least five crosses of re- 
corded shires to establish a type and fix the 
breed characteristics, a conclusion which 
indicated ignorance more profound than that 
which ordinarily obtains among customs 
officials, and we know of none who are 
dense.’’ Generally considered the decision is 
intended as retaliatory on account of the em- 
barge on American cattie. There are no signs, 
by the way, that this embargo will be raised 
by Mr. Chaplin. 

What Caused the Foot and Mouth Disease. 

Dr. W. Ray, the American cattle inspector 
at Deptford, said today that there is a hun- 
dred times more disease among the cattle of 
Great Britain than among those of the United

CARNOT MUCH BLAMED 


FOR HIS INACTION DURING THE 
RECENT CABINET CRISIS. 


Moreover It Became Necessary to Declare 
His Political Opinions Definitely and 
to Class Himself with the Moderates— 
This Action Has Made Him Enemies— 
Loubet the New Premier—Why the 
“Times” Hates Ribot—The Deacon 
Case—Americans Abroad. 

[SPECIAL CABLE. | 
Parts, Feb, 27.—The topic of the hour is 
naturally the political crisis and the chief feat- 
ure, as far as-the newspapers go, is the tone 
of discontent with M. Carnot, who, according 
to them, has hitherto been “a serviceable 
though somewhat wooden figurehead of the 

Republic.”” They maintain that by the exer 


cise of great tact he has managed to isolate | 


himself from the political squabbles which 
have gone on about him. But the circum- 
stances of the present crisis have, however, 
forced him into the political arena, where the 
great difficulties with which he has had to 
contend have not been satisfactorily solved, 
and he has been compelled to take upa 
definite political line of action. The spirit of 
moderation and conciliation which has in- 
spired his efforts has brought the crisis to a 
conclusion. But for this very reason he has 
aroused powerful latent hostilities, and hence- 
forward his pvusition will be different from 
that which he has occupied since the fall of 
M. Grévy. He must now stand or tall with 
the moderate party, and a_ further 
instance of instability will, it is 
declared, certainly be added to 
the Republican régime of France. 
M. Loubet, the new Premier, is about 45 
years of age and of distinguished appearance, 
He is astanch though moderate Radical and 
has held office in a former Cabinet. He is re- 
garded asa trustworthy and public-spirited 
Republican, and was Chairman of the Budget 
committee of the Senate. 
Why the “ Times” Is Hostile to Ribot. 

Readers of the Paris correspondence of the 

London Times cannot fail to have been struck 
by its tone of hostility toward the French 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. M. Ribot, when 
spoken to on the subject, at first evaded an 
answer to the question, but on Obeing 
pressed for a reply as to the reason for this 
condition of affairs said: ‘* Well, if you wish 
to know why M. Blowitz is “unfriendly it is 
due to this circumstance: At the time 1 was 
nominated Minister of Foreign Affairs I re- 
ceived an invitation from M. Blowitz to dine 
at his house in order to meet the late Lord 
Lytton. I wason friendly terms with M. 
Blowitz, but I did not know Lord Lytton. Asl 
had already been appointed Minister it was part 
of the duty of the Ambassador of Great Brit- 
ain to pay me the customary official visit, and 
therefore it was notseemly to expect that I 
could make the acquaintance of the represen- 
tative of the Queen at a private house, Besides 
as that personage 1s known to be indiscreet it 
would have been foolish to have given him the 
desired opportunity of serving me up in the 
Times. Besides he has conceived the preten- 
tion of being ‘ Foreign Minister in petto.’” — 
He Was Once Prominent on the Bourse. 

An extraordinary man who has just died in 
Vienna was M. Blanchard, aformer million- 
aire, and all the newspapers have chronicled 
the event. For ten years he was the most 
prominent member of the Paris Bourse, and 
in 1882, the date of the great panic, he was 
Chairman of the Grande Compagnie of the 
Société Nouvelle of the Banque National and 
of the Crédit Viagor, and was moreover a 
strenuous defender of those companies until 
1885, when he fled to Vienna. He was 
on -the point of _making another fortune | 
when he was seized with the iliness 
which has terminated fatally. He was a 
financier of exceptional will and acuteness and 
came of a family of bankers _es- 
tablished at Brives, in the Department of Cor- 
reze. At the time of the panic he was -worth 
fully 10,000,000 francs, and he lived up to its 
requirements, for he had the tastes of a ** grand 
seigneur’’ and kept up aroyal establishment 
at La Boisson and he had a magnificent 
apartment on the Boulevard des Italiens. He 
was, in fact, hoping to return to Paris before 
very long.

CAPT, LAWSON 
QUEEN WONDERFULLY SAVED. 


He Clung to a Spar Until Picked Up by the 
Loughbrow—All Others’ Aboard Were 
Drowned When the Vessel Pianged to 
the Bottom — Though the Loughbrow 
Craised Till Morning Nota Body ora 
Vestige of Wreck Was Seen—Miners’ 
Strike—Hame Webster's Forgeries.

Lonpox, Feb. 27.—A wonderful story is 
told by Capt. Lawson of the steamer Forest 

Queen that collided with the steamer Lough- 

brow off Lamborough Head Wednesday 

night and sank with all on board, the Captain 
being the only man saved. In ‘an interview 
today Capt. Lawson says: ‘“ His vessel went 

down before he had an opportunity to lower a 

boat, and he distinctly felt the craft touch the 

bottom and rebounded slightly.”” He became 
entangled in the. rigging, and it was only 
after desperate exertions that he disengaged 
himself. 

Lawson is a powerful swimmer and 
divesting himself of two coats he quickly 
came to the surface. Here he saw the 
moat safe from the vessel, floating close by 
him, and seized it, but it was not capable of 

Finally he managed to reach 


floating bottom upward, and to this he tena- 
ciously Clung; but gradually losing his hold 
he seized a spar, and that sustained him until 
his rescue by the Loughbrow. This steamer 
cruised around until daylight Thursday with- 
out seeing any more of the crew or a vestige 
of the wreck. Fourteen of the men were 
drowned. 
The Alleged Outrage Near Canton. 

In reference to the alleged outrage near 

Canton, in reply to an interrogation about 
which Mr. Lowther informed Mr. Admiral 
Field in the Commons Thursday, last that it 
had been referred to the British Minister in 
Pekin, the following extract from a letter 
dated Hongkong, Jan. 19, may prove interest- 
ing: i oy « 
“In September of last year two communi- 
cations were addressed to Sir John Walsham 
at Pekin, callmg his attention to certain in- 
fringements of treaty rights by subordinate 
officials of the Chinese Government known as 
the Hap-po of Canton, this person in 
levying duties on cargoes carried by Chinese 
junks at a less rate than that charged on simi- 
lar cargo shipped on board vessels of other 
nationalties. This new scale is below that 
fixed by treaty, and shippers are naturally 
incensed at this attempt to drive trade into 
Chinese hands, But no notice having been 
taken of their communication the General 
Chamer of Hongkong addressed a long letter 
to Lord Salisbury. 

*“*A much more serious affair occurred a few 
days ago at Fat-Shan. A British warehouse 
was seized by the mandarins of the place, 
who carried off all the merchandise, furni- 
ture, and fittings—even the windows were 
taken out, As full duty bad been paid on the 
goods there can be no excuse for this 
seizure. 

“The transit pass seems to be at the foot of 
the whole affair. By this transit pass ar- 
rangement all duties are paid upon gonds on 
being landed, and are supposed to be free for 
transit to the interior without any further 
payment. Apparently the mandarins object 
to this arrangement, as it bars out the cus- 
tomary squoeze which forms so prominent a 
feature in all Chinese dealings. They are there- 


fore attempting to override the privileges - 


granted by treaty. The- Viceroy says that he 
has received secret information, and upon the 
strength of this he winks at this outrage.”

Hughes-Hallett getting the service for thirty 
guineas. The sale produced barely £900, al- 
though the things originally cost £5,000. 

Hume Webster’s Forgeries and Misdeeds. 

When Mr. Hume Webster, breeder of thor- 
oughbred horses, financier, and Radical candi- 
date for Westham, killed himself, many peo- 
ple thought that grave reasons would be 
found before very long for the rash act, and 
sure enough day by day discoveries are being 
made, proving Webster was one of the great- 
est forgers since the days of Fauntleroy, his 
forgeries amouhting to £250,000 according to 
present discoveries. 

Webster was a most plausible fellow, and 
made people believe in his apparently bluff 
honesty. His manner was sympathetic and 
insinuating, but for all that he was a most de- 
termined villain, and never permitted any 
other person to participate in his projects, 
whether bubbles or realities, unless it was his 
policy todo so. Most people sawin him a 
jovial breeder of fine horses, a great financier, 
and honest advocate of truth ané of justice in 
Ireland and everywhere else, yet he leaves a 
egacy of robbery, forgery, and ruin. 

The Sunflower Has Lost Favor. 

Mr. Oscar Wilde has introduced from Paris 
a new flower into London buttonholes which 
has been much dissussed and may interest the 
gilded youth of America. The flower is a 
brilliant, ugly, green hybrid, produced by 
over-culturé out of a creamy white carnation. 
The new boutonniére, which Po already seen 
in profusion in the park and in Bond street, is 
as expensive as the choicest orchid. The 
ugliest and most stunted specimen sells for 
two shitlings, and double that price is obtained 
for a fully developed flower accompanied by 
an unhappy-looking bud.

Bat Then the Author Is an American— 
Clement Scott Says a Good Word for It.

Loxpon, Feb. 27.—Unkind as the critics 
in general have been to “ Deborah,’”’ at the 
Avenue Theater this week, it is not to be 
wondered at in view of the circumstance that 
the author is an American.

The lines, 
however, are very clever, and people in society 
will rush to see the play as they did on the 
first night, when the most brilliant audience 
thatchad gathered for years in the St. James’ 
Theater assembled to witness the work.

DECISION RESERVED BY JUDGE JENKINS. 


Argument Finished in Banker C, E. Cook’s 
Habeas Corpus Proceedings. 

Mizwavker, Wis., Feb. 27.—[Special.]}— 
After listening all day to arguments on a mo- 
tion to continue the habeas corpus proceed- 
ings instituted in the United States Court to 
secure the release of Banker C. E. Cook of 
Chicago, charged wilh wrecking the banks at 
Juneau and Hartford, until after his trial in 
the State courts, Judge Jenkins withheld his 


decision until Monday. The petition on \ 


which the writ is asked sets forth that after 
the issuance of requisition papers a writ of 
habeas corpus was obtained from Judge 
Gresham in Chicago, but before it could be 
served Cook was seized and rushed from with- 
in the jurisdiction of the court and taken to 
Juneau, Wis. Heclaims that his imprison- 
ment was illegal and in violation of the Con- 
stitution of tne United States for five reasons: 

First—Beceuse he’was not legally charged with 
a crime in Wisconain, 


Second—Because he was not a resident of the 
State “ the time of the commission of the al- 


mi ed offenses. 

hird—Because the proceedings in Wisconsin 
tition for extra action were not 
sufticient under the laws of the State, 

Fourth— use the gece ings under the 
laws of Illinois were insutticient to justify the is- 
suance of a warrant for his arrest. 

Fifth—Because the proceedings were not in 
good faith, but to extort money from him. 

Cook was this morning brought from Ju- 
neau, where he has been in jail since he — 
drew his bail some weeks ago.. He was re 
sented by thfee attorneys, Mr. Aldrich of shi. 
cago, J. Q. Quarles of Milwaukee, and J. E. 
Malone of Juneau. W. C. Williame, who is 
acting as the prosecuting attorney, moved for 
a continuance of the hearing until after the 
case had been tried in the State courts. Mr. 
Williams contended that they had no authori- 
ty to inquire into the detention until after the 
trial in the State courts, the preliminary pro- 
ceedings of which having been disposed of and 
the trial having practically begun, when it 
was necessary to postpone on account of the 
writ of habeas corpus; and further, especially 
as euch would involve the rehearsal 
of proceedings which had already been 
set forth in other courts. e did 
not think it just fo again cause 
a postponement of the trial, as the witnesses 
are likely to die or move away. The proper 
method, he thought, was to wait until after the 
trial and then in event of Mr. Cook's acquit- 
tal the hearing would not be necessary. If 
on the other hand he were found guilty then 
would be the proper time for the hearmg. The 
defense claimed to have see the proceed- 
ings to test the constitutionality of the extra- 
dition proceedings under which Mr. Cook 
was brought to Wisconsin, but Mr. Pein apa 
acted on the assumption that the Fe oceedings 
were taken for the purpose of makimmg a delay 
in the State courts by tying the case up for 
two or three years on an appeal to the United 
States Supreme Court. e asserted that the 
defense simply wanted a decision from Judge 
Jenkins from which they could appeal to the 
Supreme Court, knowing that under the law 
all the proceedings i in the State courts would 
ene to cease pending a decision on the ap- 

ea 

The attorneys for the defense maintained 
that Mr. Cook was not legally brought before 
the jurisdiction of the Wisconsin courts, and 
that point should first be settled before ‘he is 
forced to trial. 

Should Judge Jenkins decide Monday 
against the defense on the motion to continue 
the proceedings until after the State trial the

Tur New York stock market was quiet, and 
closed firm. The feature of the day was the 
rapid rise of Delaware and Hudson stock. The 
Chicago stock market was firm without any 
inclination to trading being developed. 
Sterling rates remain unchanged. New York 
exchange was quoted 60 cents discount.—The 
leading markets at Chicago were neglected, 
except during the latter part of the session, 
when they were active and weak. Some al- 
leged Russian figures were largely responsible 
for the break in wheat, and there was liquida- 
tion in provisions. As compared with the 
latest prices of the previous day May wheat 
closed 114 cents lower, corn 4¢ cent lower, oats 
3 cent lower, cash rye 4% cent lower, barley 
steady, flax % cent higher, May pork 22}¢ 
cents lower, lard 244 cents lower, and ribs 5 
cents lower. The receipts of wheat at Chi- 
eago during the week were 213,000 bushels 
more than the shipments, and the receipts cf 
corn were 385,000 bushels greater than the 
shipments. The packing at Chicago since the 
opening of the winter packing season includes 
2,716,000 hogs, against 2,845,000 for the cor- 
responding period a year ago, and 2,179,000 in 
1890, 


LAWLESSNESS OF POLICE JUSTICES. 

It is not necessary that a Police Justice 
should be very learned in the law, bus he 
eught to be gifted with common sense, some 
knowledge of human nature, and a little hu- 
manity. Where these three qualifications are 
found united in a Chicago Justice of the 
Peace the Mayor should breathe a short pray- 
er of thanks and make a Police Justice out of 
him. The incumbent of that office should ex- 
ercise a kind of equity jurisdiction. Ifa pro- 
fessional bummer or tough appears before 
him he should give him as severe a dose of his 
legal drugs as he can. Ifaman whoisa 
stranger to him, and who seems to be a victim 
of accident rather than crime, is brought be- 
fore him he should let him go with a fatherly 
warning. If a batch of youngsters are brought 
before him he should have intelligence enough 
to sort out tne sheep from the goats and send 
the former back to their parents. 

Such a Justice is worth having. But one 
who fines right and left without discrimina- 
tion, who takes the broad, loose statements 
of policemen as gospel, who fills the bridewell 
with children whose only fault was keeping 


+~bad company, and who gallops through his 


docket at full speed that he may get over to 
his private office, is an injury to the commu- 
nity. He makes criminals daily. 

A Justice who will. send a person to the 
House of Correction for fifty days for “‘a di- 
version tending to a breach of the peace”’ 
knows no law One wha willsend a boy of 8 
there without notifyinghis parents or guarda- 
ians, so that they may see that a proper de- 
fense is made for one too young to defend 
himeelf, knows neither law nor humanity. 
The State law says that a child under 10 shall 
be found guilty of no crime or misdemeanor. 
Some Justices would send acrying baby to 
the bridewell because guilty of that unknown 
misdemeanor called ‘a diversion tending to 
a breach of the peace.” 

A great many boys are brought into the po- 
lice courts. Some of them, though guilty, 
protest their innocence with easy tears. Oth- 
ers are simply in bad company, something 
which happens to grown-up people as well as 
to children. To send them to the bridewell is 
to make criminals out of them in nine cases 
out of ten. No Police Justice should be will- 
ing to assume such a responsibility. He 
ought to be glad to give up alittle of his 
precious time —paid for by the people—to in- 
vestigation. He ought to see that the parents 
are sent for in order that the child may have 
a fair trial—may really have a ‘“‘day in 
court.’”’ 

It appears that there are now in the bride- 
well eighty-seven boys under 17. Perhaps 
some of them are so hardened that a stay 
there cannot harm them. Others should not 
be kept a minute longer, and the Justice who 
lawlessly committed them should be shipped. 
There have been successive complaints for 
months about some of these Justices, and it 
does seem asif the time had come for a new 
deal. Will the Mayor, a lawyer himself, al- 
low the illegal prac tices which Taz Trisunz 
has exposed to be kept up? 


RECIPES FOR STREET-CLEANING. 

One of the membersof the Real-Estate 
Board has made the suggestion that the labor 
of the inmates of the bridewell be utilized for 
street-cleaning purposes. Probably he was 
notin earnest, for he must know that if the 
Council were to order it done there would be 
a protest from “organized labor’’ which 
would. make the Aldermen shake in their 
boots. Those same workingmen who invite 
the competition of underpaid European labor 
by voting for Democratic candidates for Con- 
gress and the Presidency, who would do away 
with every vestige of protection were they in 
power, would dread the competition of the 
worn-out, liquor-soaked, nerveless bummers of 
the bridewell. This is sweetly illogical but it 
is true, and asthe Aldermen will do nothing 
which loses them votes they will not order 
the street-cleaning done by ‘** convict labor.’’ 

Even if it were not for this opposition of 
“free labor’’ there would be no economy in 
the plan. The labor employed on the streets 
now is slovenly and shiftless enough, but that 
of the bridewell inmates would be even more 
so. A large percentage of them are physically 
unfit to do much work, and even if they were 
able-bodied they would not exert themselves. 
Furthermore, it would cost as much to guard 
them and get them to and from their work as 
their labor is worth. The presence of chain- 
gangs on the streets might be an edifying ob- 
ject lesson for the young, teaching them the 
evil consequences of drunkenness and dis- 
orderly conduct, but the streets would not be 
improved much. 

Another short-sighted suggestion which has 
been made is that the paved streets be cleaned 
by flushing them with water from the hydrants. 
This was done at the time the World’s Fair 
excursionists were here, and the looks of the 
business thoroughfares were improved greatly 
in a very short time. But the dirt was simply 
earried into the sewers, out of sight but not 
out of mind. It will have to be removed from 
them some time or other, and it costs more to 
get it out of them than it does to remove it 
from the surface. 

There is but one way in which the streets 
can be kept clean with the amount of money 


' which the taxpayers are able to give for the 


purpose, and that is for the municipality 
to administer its affairs as intelligently and 
economically as those of large corporations 
generally are managed. If this were done the 


city could be kept reasonably clean with the 


amount of money appropriated for the purf-- 


pose. But when corporations and individuals 
manage their affairs carefully and stop every 
leak they are actuated by a powerful motive— 
the wish to make or save money. City officers 
fear that if they were to practice economy and 
try to get a fair return for good wages they 
would become unpopular and lose votes. 


UNNECESSARY COST OF DEAD CONGRESS- 
MEN, 

Now that the Democratic majority of the 
House is in a mood for retrenchment and has 
developed an economical spirit it probably 
will be grateful for any suggestions where the 
pruning hook may be applied to the public 
business with profit. As one place where Mr. 
Holman might do some advantageous lopping 
off Taz Tarsune would call attention to that 
monumental humbug, as now conducted, the 
Congressional obituary usages. The matter 
already has been brought to the attention of 
Congress by Representatives Enloe of Ten- 
pessee and Stout of Michigan, aided by Reed 
of Maine and Houk of Ohio, but without 
avail, as Enloe’s effort to have memorial 
services eld on Sunday was defeated by 156 
to 91. ad 

The discussion of the Enloe amendment 
brought out the fact that in the Fifty-first 
Congress forty days were consumed in obitu- 
ary ceremonies, the funeral addresses being 
pronounced to an average of about twenty 
persons. Even though the subject is a seri- 
ous one, exceptions may also be taken to the 
character of these addresses, which, as a rule, 
are bombastic displays of grief and absurd 
portraitures of the departed members. The 
expense of this silly business should pierce the 
soul of Holman as with hot iron. Outside 
of the salaries of members and employés it 
costs over $1,000 a day to run the House. The 
forty days of mourning in the Fifty-first Con 
gress, therefore, cost the taxpayers at least 
$50,000 in running expenses. There were fif- 
teen members who died during the sessions of 
the last Congress. In addition to thetime and 
money wasted in the obituary business there 
was expended $75,000 more for printing the 
eulogies in book form, as each dead Congress- 
man’s friends are entitled to at least 12,500 
copies with an engraving of the-deceased. The 
cost of the funerals reached about $150,000. As 
a sample of the foolishness of this waste of 
money and the silliness of these usages it may 
be stated that it cost the people of the United 
States $26,000 to bury Senator Hearst, who 
was worth over $20,000,000, who was scarcely 
ever in Congress, and who did nothing at any 
time more laborious than assisting to make a 
quorum or casting a perfunctory vote. All 
told, the funeral expenses of the Fifty-first 
Congress were nearly $350,000. 

This is money absolutely thrown away. ‘I'he 
nature of the mourning is purely fictitious. 
The character of the addresses -has littie of 
nothing to do with the character of the de- 
ceased: The funeral ceremonies are pleasure 
junkets, if not something worse on some oc- 
casions, asin tne case of Senator Hearst, 
when the trail of the mourning party could be 
traced all over Southern California by empty 
bottles and cigar boxes along the railroad 
tracks. 

It is time this hypocritical nonsense leboult 
stop, and Mr, Enloe is right in declaring that 
he will not stop agitating against it, but will 
keep pegging away until he effects a 
change in these silly usages. He should be 
aided by the public which has to pay the un- 
necessary bills. A dead Congressman is a 
sad spectacle and undoubtedly his late asso- 
ciates feel bad as they contemplate him, 
but that is no reason why people who are not 
overwhelmed with grief should be called upon 
to pay an average of $23,000 every time one 
of their Representatives shuffles off this mor- 
tal coil. Live Congressmen add enough to 
the people’s burdens without these posthumous 
charges. 


THE DEMON STAR. 

The star lettered as Beta, in the constella- 
tion Perseus, has long been known by astrono- 
mers as Algol, the name meaning “ the demon 
star.”’ Undoubtedly it was so termed on ac- 
count of its mysterious changes in brilliancy. 
It shines as a star of nearly the second magni- 
tude for 6134¢ hours, then loses its light for 34¢ 
hours, and increases in brilliancy during the 
next 344 hours, regaining its former bright- 
ness, the cycle of change being performed in 
about 2.9 days. It is now visible in the even- 
ing sky, besig about 20 degrees in the direc- 
tion of -a little weet from north of the well- 
known Pleiades. 

It has long been suspected that these peri- 
odical changes in brightness were due to the 
revolution of an opaque and dark nebulous 
satellite around the principal star, the light of 
which was cut off from us by the interposition 
of its companion, But the period of varia- 
tion is too irregular to be thus completely ex- 
plained, and in addition to that fact that prin- 
cipal star is found to have a motion in space 
which cannot be entirely referred to the pre- 


| sumed satellite. The problem has recently 


been attacked by Dr. S. C. Chandler of Cam- 
bridge and the result announced in a ‘paper 
read by him before the Boston Scientific So- 
ciety. He finds that the conditions noted can 
only be reconciled with the hypothesis that 
both revolve around another dark body, which 
may be cailed the center of the Algol system 
as Our sun is of the solar. 

The figures given in connection with this 
statement may be of interest. It 1s reasoned 
out that Algol has a diameter of about 400,000 
miles, or nearly half that of our sun, and that 
its dark satellite has a diameter of about 200,- 
000 miles. Thedistance between the centers 
of the two is 700,000 mules, and the distance to 
the center of gravity is some 1,750,000,000 
miles, or approximately equal to that of 
Uranus from the sun. The period of one rev- 
olution around it is about 130 years. Thecen- 
tral mass itself has not yet been seen by human 
eye, but for various reasons it is supposed that 
even if it have no light of its own it should 
shine as a star of at least the eighteenth mag- 
nitude, in which case it is within the range of 
the great Lick telescope. Undoubtedly that 
instrument will at once be turned upon the 
spot in the hope of ** pieking up ”’ the interest- 
ing stranger. 

This research opens up a broad field for 
speculation in.a direction entirely new. It 
has hitherto been supposed probable that all 
the visible stars are suns, analogy leading to 
the conclusion that each has a family of 
planets circulating around it, hardly one in a 
million of which are visible to us. That is, 
self-luminosity. has been regarded as the attri- 
bute of a central mass (sun) which gives light 
and life to his’ attendant family of worlds, 
most of them shining only by reflection and 
therefore invisible to us at stellar distances. 
But if there is one dark central mass, forming 
the central orb of a system of planets, why 
not thousands of them, or even millions? It 
1s probable there are several of this class. Not 
less than ten stars of the Algol type have been 
discovered, two -of them within the last 
few months. Five of the other eight 
have been proven by Chandler to have irregu- 
larities in their proper motion. Schonfeld has 
performed a like service for another, and only 
one of the ten that have been known long 
enough for extended observation does pot 
manifest the changes referred to. vat éx- 
ception is Delta in the constellation Libra. 


Hence if the hypothesis stated be pees 
aa 


to hold true for Algol it must be 


at least probable for many stars, since it’ is 


evident that only in exceptional cases will the 


| movement be iii as to effect the obscuration 


in the liné of human sight. And this theory 
vastly inéreases the supposed risk of disas- 
trous collision with other worlds. Hitherto 
the most speculative astronomers have only 
been afraid of comets as likely to collide with 


the earth at any time during many millions | 


of years in the future, because the seen stars 
are at such immense distances from us and 
only a few are known to be moving with rela- 
tive slowness in our direction. But for aught 
any one Gan tell there nay be one or more of 
these dark masses, attended by planets that 
are also invisible in the absence of reflected 
light, that may pounce down upen us at almost 
any momentand in the twinkling of an eye 
realize the worst fears of all the calamity 
mongers of past ages. This may not be a 
pleasant thing to think of, but there is no es- 
cape from the idea till some other scientific 
man comes forward with new light on the sub- 
ject sufficient to show that the fear is a ground- 
less one, 


AMERICAN IDEAS AND LONDON’S GOV- 
ERNMENT. 

A correspondent, William G. George, 
writes: 

You had an editorial some days ago on the Sat- 
urday election day in England, and you said that 
if the Liberals were successful next election they 
would tax ground rents for revenue in England. 
Is this not a step in the direction of Henry 
George’s single tax idea? Don’t you think it will 
be pushed in England until the entire rental 
value of land is taken in lieu of all other taxes? 
This will indeed be “ real free trade,’’ and if ear- 
ried in England must eventually cross the water 
to this side, and the same battle will be made 
against the monopoly of land which is producing 


~want amid abounding wealth. As this question 


has now become the burning one of our time, 1 
should be glad ta,know how far Tus Trisune is 
willing to go in taxing land values? 

The article referred to by Mr. George dis- 


cussed the London County Council’s election, 
which is to take place next Saturday. The 
Liberal, or Progressive candidates, as they are 
called, advocate the tax of ground values, or, 
as Mr. George would have it, of ground rents. 
That is but following the example of the 
United States now nearly a century old. 
Ground values are assessed in Chicago, in New 
York, andin nearly every city of the Union, 
and the great bulk of municipal taxes is raised 
on such assessment. The tendency, too, is to- 
wards a higher assessment of such values, and 
Tue Trrevune is in accord with that tendency. 

But Mr. George does not appear to appreci- 
ate the radical character of the proposal as 
made in London by the Progressive and Lib- 
eral candidates.: The assessment of real es- 
tate in the English cities and, for that matter, 
in the English counties is ridiculously low. 
It is based partly on an assessment made 
in 1696 when Wiliam of Orange was prepar- 
ing for war with France and partly on an as- 
sessment made in 1798 by the Pitt Ministry, 
when Great Britain was again in trouble with 
France. On neither occasion was the assess- 
ment equitable. All the counties or shires 
were called on to furnisha certain quota of 
the tax levy and the assessments were made to 
suit. There have been vast changes in the 
nearly one hundred years since the last ass2ss- 
ment, socalled.

r equalities. It i¢ found that in London the 


Dukes of Westniinster, Norfolk, Bedford, and 
Portland, who own immensely valuaple blocks 
of realestate, pay less taxes on them than or- 
dinary merchants on the stocks which they 
carry for sale. The London Liberals, in view 
of these inequalities, propose the tax on 
ground rentals by.way of equalization. In 
advocating this they are only following in the 
wake of the people of the United States, 
though many years behind them. Some idea 
may be formed of the inequalities of the prop- 
erty tax from the following comparative fig- 
ures based on an inquiry mthde by the late 
Prof. Fawcett as far back as 1868: 


Tax on land.. .. 33.20 per cent of all paid 
Houses... ..47.27 per cent of all paid 
Other property. .. 19.53 per cent of all paid 


The inennalttel « are more pronounced now, 
but the big ground landlords resist all efforts 
to equalize the assessment. A committee has 
been formed, headed by the Duke of West- 
minster, to resist the proposals of the Liberal 
and Progressive candidates. The Duke of 
Norfolk has been puf forward as the leader of 
the movement and has been set up as a candi- 
date for the County Council from the City of 
London, A choice assortment of vestry men, 
new rich men, and rich men’s sons, including 
a few young Lords, are Norfolk’s associates on 
the Tory ticket. The Liberals, on the other 
hand, have put forward some of their ablest 
men like Lord Carrington, ex-Governor of 
New South Wales, Mr. Sydney Webb, and 
Sir Thomas Farrer—the latter the well-known 
writer on finance and taxation. 

It may be added also that the Liberal candi- 
dates have adopted another idea from the Uni- 
ted States—the doctrine that improvements 
shall be made by special assessment, or as the 
English call it ** the doctrine of betterment.”’ 
If the Liberals win next Saturday, and most 
likely they will, there will therefore be con- 
siderable Americanizimg in London’s pub- 
lic affairs. 


ELECTRIC LIGHT FOR THE BOULEVARDS. 
There should be little opposition to the ac- 


ceptance of the proposition which the South 


Park Commissioners have made to the City 
Council for the lighting of the boulevards 
leading to the World’s Fair grounds by elec- 
tricity. The first suggestion as to the neces- 
sity for this form of illumination during the 
progress of the World’s Fair was made by 


Mayor Washburne in an interview published | 
in Taz Tarsunz. He realized the necessity 


for a better system of lighting the wide boule- 
vards than by gas lamps. The first proposal 
was that the city should extend the electric 
light plant along those thoroughfares. But 
Mr. May interposed with the declaration that 
there was no money for this purpose. The 
South Park Commissioners thereupon set to 
work to devise ascheme. It was embodied in 
the proposition to the Council, which seems to 
be eminently fair and just. 

The South Park Board agrees to establish 
the plant, erect the lamps, make the connec- 
tions, and maintain the lights at $155 per lamp 
per annum, or $38 per lamp less than the 
Council has agreed to pay for the electric 
lighting of Bridgeport: The Council ought 
to jump at the offer, as the cost of the electric 
lighting will not greatly exceed that of gas. 

Controller May’s objection, if it is not whol- 
ly untenable, is inopportune. He says the 
lighting ought to be paid for by the Park 
Commissioners. This is absurd in view of the 
fact that the city has been paying for gas 
lights on all the boulevards and will continue 
to pay for su¢h illumination on those which 
will not be lighted by electricity in the future. 
Ald. Madden puts the case forcibly when he 
says: 


The city now pays for gas for the boulevard ' 


lamps. Why éhouldit not pay for electricity? 
Ic will be just as cheap as gas. The Commission- 
ers propose to maintain the lamps at $155 each. 


We have to pay the Chicago Aro Light and Power 


company $152.50 for lamps for the Fifth and Sixth 
Wards, and that is the lowest bid obtained after 
advertising and inviting competition. The prop- 
osition of the Bouth Park Commissioners is fair 
and should be accepted. 

Mr. Maddén is right, and as a member of 
the Finance rommittee, to whom this subject 
was referred, he should try to give effect to 
his views. There is no preparation for the 
World’s Fair which will be more acceptable 
to the citizens generally than this of lighting 
the South Side boulevards leading to it by 
electricity. Technical objections can be ig- 
nored for the moment. The question-whether 
PE TES ms o the city shouid pay for

No matter who pays for it the money comes 
out of the pockets of the taxpayers. 


TRAVELING BY ELECTRICITY. 

The Boston Journal has interviewed Prof. 
A. E. Dolbear of Tufts College, whi is one of 
the lights in the world of electrical science, in 
regard to “the best plan for applying elec- 
tricity to suburban traffic on our railroad sys- 
tems.” The idea was expressed that the elec- 
tric locomotive is déstined to supersede the 
one which. is moved by steam, but that the 
trolley system, applied te single cars, will 


prove the most economical and satisfactory 


mode of operating on lines twenty or twenty- 
five miles long. Hethinks the cars will be 
long ones, something like the sleeping-car, 
and that a single fifty horse-power motor will 
be sufficient in most cases, though to insure 
safety and have enough power for any emer- 
gency two motors of that size nay be used, 
one ateach end of the vehicle. [he wheels 
of the car may be increased to give greater 
speed and so might the trolley wheel, which 
at present is made of but three or four inches 
in diameter. Thecars, being run singly, could 
be built much less heavy than now, not being 
required to be strong enough to stand the 
strain of pulling several others behind them. 
This would also lessen the wear and tear of 
rails, and, locomotives being dispensed with, 
the cars could be run very near each other, 
though independently, and attain with safety 
a much higher speed than is now reached by 
express trains. Intermediate delays would be 
greatly lessened, as the shorter the train the 
shorter the required time of stoppage at 
stations, and the cost of operation would be 
cheapened by dispensing with the services of 
locomotive engineer and fireman. By the use 
of turnstiles and ticket-box the conductor 
could also be shelved. 

The overhead trolley was described as the 
best means of furnishing a circuit. Being *in 
sight the wire can be watehed for breaks or 
other troubles and reached for repair with the 
least possible delay. The current is under 
complete control, as it cannot leave the wire 
except through the trolley of the car, unless as 
the result of an accident; while in any system 
where both currents are rup in or near the 
ground there is great loss of power, the ground 
forming a partial connection between them. 
There is no practicable way as yet of figuring 
closely on the expense of electric as compared 
with steam locomotion, but it will be small 
under ordinary conditions. The desired econ- 
omy is to be obtained by an increase of the 
potential used. The higher the potential the 
greater is the distance through which it can be 
sent successfully and this fact is of especial value 
in dealing with long-distance transportation. 
It is probable the recent inventions and dis- 
coveries of Prof. Elihu Thomson of Lynn 
will go far towards revolutionizing the present 
opinions of electricians in regard to high po- 
tentials. His experimental apparatus will 
give a spark about eight inches in length, ac- 
companied by a long rcaring noise like that 
of thunder, and the discharge is estimated at 
about 150,000 volts. 

The immense cost and present amount of 
the rolling-stock now owned by the railroads 
of this country is an objection to the iinmedi- 
ate adoption of any method that would neces- 
sitate a radical change and render a part of 
the equipment useless. But the change is 
bound to come, and probably before long. Its 
advantages are too great to permit them to be 
ignored. The improved methods of trans- 


' portation will be adopted by new companies 


for the construction and operation of new 
lines, and when these have demonstrated the 
cheapness as well as greater convenience of 
electric transit the old lines will be forced to 
revolutionize their systemsor fall back beaten 
in the race for public patronage. Perhaps 
ere the. close of this century the revolution 
will be well under way. 


EVOLUTION OF ALUMINUM. 

An article in the Cosmopolitan magazine by 
Prof. J. W. Richards contains an interesting 
summary of the successive steps in the dis- 
covery and elimination of the metal alumi- 
num. The alchemists of the middle ages 
speculated on the composition of alum and 
deeided that it must have an earthy base. 
About 1600 Stahl said this base was similar to 
lime. In 1724 Fr. Hoffman first announced 
the correct idea that the base of alum is a sub- 
stance distinct from all other earthy bases. 
This was demonstrated by Marggraf in 1754, 
and in 1760 Prof. Baron of Pars announced 
that he had tried without success to reduce it 
to metal. Yet the belief that it would ere long 
be isolated was so strong that in 1762 this 
earthy base was definitely named alumine. 
The discoveries by Lavoisier and Priestly, 
about 1780, led directly up to the idea that 
alumina is the oxide of a metal that had not 
been isolated, and during the next forty years 
all imaginable methods of reducing it were 
tried without success. In i824 the Swede, 
Versted, discovered a method of making from 
alumina a combination of aluminum with 
chlorine, the first being an element of clay 
and the latter of common salt. Three years 
later Wohler found that metallic potassium 
had such a strong affinity for chlorine that it 
would take it from the aluminum chloride 
and leave the metal free. But he obtained 
that only as a fine powdér, which resisted all 
his effortsto run it together into a lump; and 
it was not till 1854 that Deville obtained a but- 
ton of aluminum by a reversal of the process 
used by Wohler. 

The trouble all through was to find an ele- 
went with such a strong affinity for oxygen 
that it would take it away from the aluminum, 
leaving the latter free. Potassium did this, 
but the product cost more than its weight in 
gold. Then Deville tried the mixing of alum- 
inum chloride with common salt, and subject- 
ing the liquid to the decomposing force of an 
electric current. The product was less costly 
than the first. Next he tried metallic sodium 
instead of potassium, and by this means made 
aconsiderable quantity of the metal, more 
cheaply still. An ingot of it was displayed at 
the Paris Exposition in 1855, and with assist- 
ance of the French Government Deville was 
making aluminum in 1860 ata cost of $8 per 
pound, the selling price being $12. 

Liebeg, Bunsen, Rose, Percy, Bell, and other 
talented chemists took up the investigation, 
but the Deville process was not improved 
upon till 1885, though Rose and Percy sub- 
stituted cryolite for the aluminum chloride. 
But by this time machines for generating elec- 
tric currents cheaply and in large quantities 
had wonderfully lessened the cost of electro- 


lytic methods, and in 1885 the Cowles brothers | 


of Cleveland, 0., devised an electric furnace 
in which it was possible directly to decompose 
alumina. It was mixed with carbon, which 
was taken off by the oxygen, leaving the 
aluminum free, This was the theory, but in 
practice it was found necessary to charge in 
some other metal, as copper or iron, and the 
process gave alloys of these with aluminum. 
These were valuable, but manufacturers 
prefer to make their own alloys 
now that the latter can be  pro- 
duced cheaply. In 1887 aluininum was sold 
at $8 per pound by a French company using 
dynamo machines, which were substituted by 
Gr&tzel for batteries in the Deville process. 
In 1886 Castner of New York reduced the cost 
of making sodium from a dollar per pound to 
less than twenty-five cents, thus making possi- 
ble a large saving, as three pounds of sodium 
used in producing one of aluminum.

Engiand and in 1888 the product was sold at 
$5 per pound, with an output of about one ton 
weekly. The sodium process is now 4 thing 
of the past, being superseded by direct elec- 
trical processes. The latest and most success- 
ful solution of the vroblem was made by Mr. 
Charlies Hail of Oberlin, O., whose plant is 
on the Allegheny River, about eighteen 
miles above Pittsburg. The material 
treated is a ** bath” of aluminum fluoride 
and sodium fluoride in which alumina has 
deen dissolved. This ‘is kept melted by the 
heat of an immense electric current, which 
decomposes the alumina in solution without 
decomposing the bath in which it is dissolved. 
By this method the metal is now being made 
at a cost of less than 50 cents per pound. Itis 
considered probable that this is near the limit 
of cheapness atiainable fer perhaps many 
years tocome., About one and a quarter tons 
of pure alummum are now being made daily 
by six establishments, and as much more in 
alloys by four firms, two of the ten being lo- 
cated in the United States. 


LONDON WATER SUPPLY. 

It is formally announced on behalf of the 
Gladstonian party that when it regains pos- 
session of the government it will give the Lon- 
don County Council a much larger power than 
it now has over the water supply of the British 
metropolis. This has called out the publica- 
tion of statistics, those of 1890 being the latest 
available. For that year the population of the 
metropolitan district was 5,661,640 and the 
average daily supply of water 175,149,188 gal- 
lons, of which nearly 90,000,000 were drawn 
from the Thames and 85,000,000 from the 
River Lee and various artesian wells. The 
average daily supply was.a trifle less than 
thirty-one gallons per capita, but only 62 per 
cent of the houses were kept under constant 
supply. The population is now not far from 


6,000,000, as it is increasing at the rate of 100,-. 


000 per annum. 

The companies are now empowered to draw 
130,000,000 gallons per day from the Thames 
basin, and it is averred that by the construc- 
tion of storage reservoirs this might be in- 
creased to 220,000,000 without detriment to the 
river, thus raising the total supply to 300,000,- 
000 per diem. ‘This would be equivalent to 25 
gallons per head for each of 12,000,000 people. 
This is less than the present supply, but it 
compares favorably with the average daily 
consumption of 15 gallons per head per day in 
Birmingham, 14.4 in Liverpool, and 13 in 
Manchester. The mean daily supply of twenty 
provincial cities and towns in the United 
Kingdom is only 13.8 gallons. The quality of 
the London water would appear to be very 
good, as judged from averages. The muxi- 
mum quantity of organic matter in the gallon 
during the last twenty-three years was in 1869, 
when it was much less than half a grain. In 
1890 the maximum discovered was less than 
one-seventh of a grain, or about one grain in 
every eight gallons of United States measure. 
Yet it is admitted by Dr. Frankland, the gov- 
ernment chemist, that such a small amount 
of animal matter may be accompanied 
by zymotic poisons dangerous to health, 
though he says the chances of such poisons 
reachingsthe consumer are greatly reduced 
both by the systematic filtration resorted to 
and by the care taken to exclude flood waters 
from the reservoirs. 

A less optimistic view is taken by the mem- 
bers of the County Council. Many of them 
insist that London will never have sufficiently 
pure water, and enough of it, till the present 
water companies have been bought out and 
the reorgdnization, extension, and manage- 
ment of the works committed to the munici- 
pal authorities. It is considered probable 
they will get their wish from the next Parlia- 
ment, now that the Liberals have been won 
over, they having formerly opposed the pur- 
chase. When that was first contemplated, 
about 1880, Mr. W. H. Smith estimated the 
value of the works and franchises at $160,000,- 
000, and a great outcry was raised that the 
figure was much too high. But the cost will be 
far more now. A great deal of money has since 
then been laid out in improving the storage 


works and on apparatus for purifying the: 


river water. The amount thus expended in 
the twelve years preceding 1883 was nearly 
$16,000,000, 

_ These figures are interesting as showing rel- 
ative consumption. The total consumption of 
water in a district of nearly six millions of 
people does not exceed the daily consumption 
and willful wastage of the Chicago supply for 
a quarter as many people. Most emphatically 
‘plenty makes waste” with us, and while 
much may be sdid in favor of the sanitary 
feature of an abundant supply of pure water 
it by no means follows that a smaller supply 
uf the pure fluid would not be better for the 
health of the citizens of Chicago than an aug- 
mentation of the quantity by the use of in- 
takes near the shore. Another interesting 
fact is the vast amount of money that it will 
take to buy out the London water companies 
—rising well towards $35 per capita in a city 
a large percentage of the population of which 
is miserably poor and where the average of 
wages for workers is much less than with us. 
If the people of Chicago had allowed the sup- 
ply of water to be performed by private com- 
panies they would be in the same “ fix’’ in ‘re. 
gard to water as London’ is now, and as this 
city is in with regard to gas. 


OZONE AND BACTERIAL DISEASE. 

Taz Trisunz of Jast Sunday called atten- 
tion to the recent introduction of ozone asa 
cure for diseases caused by micro-germs, and 
especially those found in the respiratory pas- 
sages and cells. Its sanative action was stated 
to be traceable in all probability to its great 
oxidizing affinities and its more ready influ- 
ence on the breathing organs to the fact that 


it would seem to return to the state of ordi- 


nary oxygen before reaching other portions of 
the animal economy after having been taken 
into the lungs. These ideas are in complete 
harmony with the latest information on the 
subject, which ought to be one of intense in- 
terest both to the sick and to those who wish 
to avoid as long as possible falling into that 
category. 

Microscopical examinations show that al- 
though during the different stages of disease 
the bacteria producing it may change their 
form and dimensions, yet,that each species of 
bacteria placed under the same circumstances 


- will assume the same forms and produce the 


same effects that belong to its own character. 
It has also been discovered that all the bac. 
teria are principally composed of an albumi- 
noid substance, called micro-proteine, and 
that all the albuminoids are destroyed, or ren- 
dered inert by-coagulation; when exposed to 
the oxidizing action of ozone. It is true that 
corrosive sublimate and other antiseptics 
have the power to destroy the germs in a sim- 
ilar manner, but they have the disadvantage 
of being destructive to the higher organism it 
is wished to save as well as to the lower which 
it is desired to kill. 

It is difficult tu resist the conclusion that 
ozone is nature’s great disinfectant. . Nor- 
mally the air of the country districts (in 
healthy situations) contains of ozone about 
one part in 450,000 of its weight or one part 
in 700,000 by volume. This small quantity is 


sufficient to destroy germs. The quantity

PICKPOCKETS AND SHOPLIFTERS. 


How Members of These Professions Ply 
Their Trades in State Street Stores. 

‘“‘Yes, we have our share of troublegfrom 
the light-fingered protession,’’ said the man- 
ager of a State street store. yesterday. “ To 
cope with this element - the precautions 
possible are taken. We a tunate in hav- 
ing but asmall number of thefts committed 
in our establishment. The chief trouble we 
have is from youthful thieves, who infest the 
departments during a. rush and dexterously 
ply their calling with a nimbleness and 
art that are astonishing. I don’t think the 
great influx of shoplifters who are reported to 
be coming to Chicago will affect us to any 
great extent,” ee 

The constant rush which prevails in many 
of the big State street establishments fur- 
nishes opportunities for the pickpockets and 
shoplifters. Many women are in the latter 
class of criminals, and women detectives are 
employed to watch them, “Some women 
come here, make a small purchase, and then 
take whatever they can,’’ suid Miss Maloney, 
one of the women detectives. ‘* Usually the 
women we arrest tell some story about a sick 
husband and children at home _ with- 
out food. These women we censure, 
and send them home with a threat of arrest 
should they be again seen in the store. Re- 
cently I arrested a shoplifter who had a 100- 
yard bolt of dress goods secreted. Another 
had $50 worth of lace and bric-a-brac ina 
muff. It is singular that generally the woman 
shoplifter stoops to steal cloth and wearing ap- 


parel, while jewelry and articles of greater 


cost seem to offer but little inducement.”’

Figures Show an Increase of About Six 
Million Pounds Scoured., 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 27.~The Boston Com- 
mercial Bulletin gives official figures showing 
the number of sheep in the country by which 
the clip of 1892 can be forecast with some ex- 
actness: The official figures show that the 
total increase in the sheep is 1,519,229, an in- 
crease which is very generally distributed and 
in some surprising places. The decline is 
mostly in the Southern States, though the 
shortage is in Colorado, where 109,174 sheep 
bave aisappeared, and in Mexico, where 
thero are 166,183 less than last year. The 
States showing the largest increase are Texas, 
49,903; Illinois, 77,099; Michigan, 89,530; 
Iowa, 113,006; The Dakotas, 215,681; Califor- 
nia, 371,231, and Ohio, 406,180, 

Expert estimates from these figures show 
that the total yield of the Uuited States in 
1892 as 316,053,731 pounds, or, as estimating 
the shrinkage of puiled wool at 40 per cent, a 
scoured yield of 141,096,987 pounds. This is 
an increase of 12,662,224 pounds in the grease, 
or 6,000,000 pounds scoured.

A Protest Against the Northwestern Trav. 
@ling Men’s Association's Circular, 

Charles A. Barcher, Vice-Chairman of the 
Legislative committee, Travelers’ Protective 
Association of America, has filed a protest 
against the action of the Northwestern Trav- 
eling Men’s Association in issuing a circular 
warning the merchants of Chicago against 
giving money to the Travelers’ Pr-tective As- 
sociation. The circular was printed in Tuz 
Txipune Feb. 17. Mr. Barker said yesterday: 

“D. K. Clink of the Traveling Men’s Asso- 
ciation alleges that the Travelers’ Protective 
Association has solicited subscriptions from 
merchants, in amount $30 from each firm, to 
aid in passing the Quay-O’Neill bill. The truth 
1s that only ten such subscriptions were re- 
ceived, and in return an accident insurance 

licy of $5,000 for a year was given. The 

orthwestern also deciares the “Central 
Board,”? indorsed by the Travelers’ Pro- 
tective Association, has collected $19,000 and 
given no account for it. ; 

**In 1890 the Travelers’ Protective Associa- 
tion of America was organized under the laws 
of Missouri. The President was empowered 
to outline work pr and instruct railroad, 
hotel, and legislative committees. He or- 
dered the Chairmen of the committee not to 
expend money for any purpose till it had been 
specially appropriated by the National Board 
of Directors. ; Clink did not relishthis. He 
wastaken from the Chairmansbip of the Com- 
mittee on Railroads for unsatisfactory con- 
duct and has since op the Travelers’ 
Protective Association. 

‘“ As regards the collection of money in Chi- 
cago by the Travelers’ Protective Association 
the following document will show for what 
purpose such money was collected ;

Edward M. Howard, being duly sworn, deposes 


and says that he was employed to solicit honorary 
members at $30 each for the Travelers’ Protective 
Association of Amerisa, embracing an accident in- 
surance of $5,000 and weekly indemnities of $25 
for partial disability caused by accident, in ac- 
cordancé with the constitution of said association ;

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WOMAN IN CLUB LIFE. 


HER DUTIES AND HOW SHE SHOULD 
PERFORM THEM, 


Charlotte Fmerson Brown Writes of Proper 
Methods of Management in Organiza- 
tions Where the Gentler Sex Is Domi- 
nant—Qualities the Officers Should Pos- 
sess—W hat the Constitution Should Con- 
tain—How to secure the Benefits of Fel- 
lowship and Co-operation. 

(Copyright, 1892. : 

Women’s clubs are semi-public organiza- 

tions. With few exceptions women compose 

the entire membership, and only women are 
present at their regular meetings. This at the 
beginning—and it may long continue so—was 

a necessity. Where men and women meet in 
equal numbers men take prominent places 
while women retire into the backgraqund, and 
so fail of attainmg what woman’s clubs are 
inteuded to secure. 

It is of the conduct of women’s clubs by 
women that this article is to treat. Their 
mansgement must be determined by the 
material they have to work with, the objects 
they have in view, and the processes by which 
those objects are to be attained. 

, In most women’s clubs there are some mem- 
bers who have had training which fits them 
for important positions. They are not only 
good writers, but they have learned to speak 
in debate and elsewhere extemporaneously. 
‘They are more or less familiar with parlia- 
mentary usage. They have the gift of leader- 
ship. In club organization women thus qual- 
ified should take a prominent part, first in 
initiating the movement and then in drawing 
up and adopting suitable constitutions. The 
constitution of a woman’s literery club had 
best be. brief yet definite. It should give 
the name anda object of the club, pro- 
vide for the election of officers and 
committees, fix the date of the regular and 
annual meetings, and make alterations in the 
constitution possible, This is about all the 
constitution itself need contain, The work- 
ing rules.of the club should find embodiment 
in a system of by-laws that by provision may 
be easily changed. My reason for this suy- 
gestion is that almost every club, beginning 
small and without experience, is sure.as mem- 
bers increase and plans enlarge, to require 
considerable changes, these changes 
should be introduced into the by-laws rather 
than into the constitution. Experience proves 

wisdom of such an arrangement. 

In the choice of officers persons uf most ex- 
perience and fitness should. be selected, and 
ever) officer should feel that she has a personal 
responsibility. She should be always at her 
post and ready for duty. One who cannot do 
this should not accept office. On the officers 
and chairmen of committees rests the chief 
responsibility in the conduct of a woman’s 
literary club. 

‘The President’s Heavy Burden, 

In all ordinary cases the President -must 
take the principal burden, giving thought, 
time, and toil to the work of her organization. 
In many instances clubs having apparently no 
special advantages have sprung at once into 
prominence and efficiency because of wise 
management. Other clubs have remained 
for yearsin a condition of childhood, having 
sbut little growth or ate pe: for want of a 
suitable leadershi hile.every club mem- 
ber has work to do from which there should 
be no shirking, and while the whole club 
should be in the best sense democratic in 
mt ié will yet, in most cases, be found true

She should 
have in her mind or on paper an order of busi- 
ness that shall be clear and definite, Of course 
at times this order will be broken in upon. 
When the ciub is properly opened, let the 
President state definitely the general purpose 
of the meeting. If any particular topic or 
resolution is tocome up for discussion and 
action, let her state the question distinctly 
and call for remark. When the time for 
action comes, or is supposed.to have come, 
the resolution having been moved and sec 
onded, let her restate the point and ask, ** Are 
you ready for the question?’ and then, without 
much delay, if no one claims the floor, 
let the motion be put, giving—except 
in complimentary votes—the ‘‘ayes’”’ 
and “noes”? an equal opportunity, and after- 
ward declaring the result.' The President is 
never to take part in discussion unless she ap- 
points a Vice-President or some member to 
act for the time in her place. It is her busi- 
ness to keep order, to decide questions of 
order, and to make sure that ajl the club 
members: enjoy equal privileges. Routine 
business should be dispatched quickly. The 
President receives and introduces guests, re- 
ceives and sends messages, and generally rep- 
resents the club. She is expected to look 
after the work of the committees, and to pre- 
side at joint committee meetings where the 
general interests of the club are concerned. 
These are simply a few leaaing points that an 
inexperienced club President would need al- 
ways to keepin mind. The duties of other 
officers are usually defined in the by-laws of 
the constitution or in the constitution itself, 
They are so definite and obvious that they 
may be left to the good juagment of those 
concerned. 


Necessity for Rules of Order. 


Club members can help on or hinder the or- 
derly and profitable conduct of club gather- 
ings. Let no inember speak who has nothing 
to say, or continue speaking after the thing is 
said. Let her always address the Chair and 
no one else. When a question is once decided 
let the matter rest, unless some one who voted 
with the majority moves a reconsideration. 
Do not delay without good cause the prompt 
and rapid disposal of business; much time is 
lost from not observing such obvious parlia- 
mentary usages. 

It has been said that the constitution of an 
organization should atate its main object. 
woman’s literary club is not primarily a be- 
nevolent or charitable society. It was not or- 
ganized to advance any particufar ’ology in 
religion, any scheme in politics, or any hobby 
in reform. Its members may take a deep and 
practical interest in such movements, and the 
club may qualhfy them to become efficient 
workers in these and other departments of 
philanthropy and religion. Indeed women’s 
clubs may often “ lend a hand ”’ incidentally 
in behalf of any needy cause; but still the real 
purpose of their organization is pte SO 
different. They are organized and conduc 
primarily for the intellectual, social, and 
inoral improvement of their members, and 
for the general elevation of women. This end, 
variously stated in their constitutions, is the 
prime reason for their existence, 

And that reason is great enough to justify 
the necessary expenditure. If woman’s work 
and sphere are to be enlarged, as they are en- 
larging continually, she must be trained for 
her new position. If women go into deliber- 
ative assemblies they must understand parlia- 
mentary usage. They must so overcome nat- 
ural timidity and acquire such training as 
shall enable them to rise and speak consecu- 
tiveiy and to the point on the various questions 
thas may come discussion. 
They must acquire if they do not 
already possess that knowledge on liter- 
ary suvjects and on questions of the day that 
shall enable them to do this. Women’s clubs 
are schoois for this sort of training. They are 
colleges for post-graduates. They are a lov- 
ing, confiding sisterheod in which ciass dis- 
tinctions are put aside, strangers are brought 
to know and love each other, and those whom 
prejudices or differences of opinion may have 
se come practically to forget their 
differences and to work in true fellowship for 
the great interests that are common to 

All who approve such ends and are qualified 
tw assist in their promotion are eligible to club 
mem bersbip. 

How to Do the Best Work. 


To the question, How should women’s clubs 
be varried on so as best to accomplish the 
ends for which they exist? no answer can be 
given that shail apply to all cases. Whatmay 
be well suited to one set of. circumstances

exist. Notwoclubs are exactly alike as to 
the elements that compose tiem, as to sur- 
roundings, or as to the special objects they 
int have immediately ‘in view.

ent ways, and each club is at liberty to 
rr ag a own method. Some clubs—the 


upon special subjects; some confine the exer- 
cises to their own members, and others rely 
largely — outside help inche discussion of 
topics. Each club selects its own methoJs; 
and yet there is unity in the midst of diversity. 
They all seek a common end—the intellectu 
social, and moral imprdvement of their mem- 
bers ; and this as a means of increased useful- 
ness in their varied departments of life. 

Aithough uniformity is not atcainable or 
even desirable in the working of women’s 
clubs, there are yet some general principles in 
accordance with which their operations 
proceed. Such plans should be adopted as 
shall best promote the general welfare. What 
might interest and profit a few mémbers 
might not be adapted the needs of the ma- 
jority. In every organized work the general 
welfare is to be first consulted, and the delib- 
erately expressed will of the majority should 
be accepted as law. ; 

One Woman Power to Be Avoided. 

At the same time the views and wishes of 
the minority argto be respected, and, as far 
as pussible, be* provided for. ad woman’s 
club life no favored few are to govern. All 
members are on equality and are to be alike 
consulted. Those who at first are not pre- 
pared to take leading parts in discussions or 
in holding office are not to be ignored or 
counted as of no value... Their presence as 
earnest listeners is something; often those 
who are most timid and self-distrustful at first 
become, in time, by gradual and growing ex- 
perience, the most able and useful of club 
members. Provisions should therefore be 
studiously made for drawing out those who, if 
left to themse)ves, would remain permanently 
in the backgroun If at first they cannot do 
one thing, ask thein todo another. There is 
work in a woman’s club, in its social, busi- 
ness, and literary departments, for every mem- 
ber, and success in one often leads to success 
in others. 

As a rule, to which there are ape EL I 
should favor frequent rotation in office. At 
times a club has an exceptionally good Presi- 
dent or Secretary, and there may exist reasons 
why a change would be very undesirable. And 
yet unless the case is very exceptional I should 
favor rotation. This seems fair to the whole 
membership, who should share in such bur- 
dens and honors as_the club has to bestow. 
Then every new President, if she is unlike her 
predecessor, has ways and plans of her own 
that are likely to infuse the whole movement 
with new blood and life. 


Progress Better than Old Fogyism. 


And this leads me to suggest that methods 
in club work ought frequently to change. The 
proposed end is never to be forgotten, but the 
means for reaching that end may well be 
varied. What was useful in one set of cir- 
cumstances may have lost its value in others, 
Nothing is worse for a club or for anything 
else than falling into ruts. And yet it often 
happens, when considerable changes are in- 
troduced, that some ciub members express 
dishke of the new wine; they think the old is 
better. Changes should not be made for the 
sake of change. But when the club itself has 
changed by reason of wth in numbers or 
in abulity the old garment should be laid aside 
as eV served its day, and a new one put in 
its ace, 
One of the beat means of learning how most 
usefully to conduct a woman’s club is to be in | 
conference and consultation with other clubs , 
that are work for the same common end. 
Experience observation are the best of | 
teachers, Hardly any two clubs are conducted | 
alike or have the same methods. If a consid-

To secure more perfectly and on a broader 
scale the benefits of fellowship, consulation, 
and codperation, it was felt for years 
some Pe plan ought to be devised that. 
should bring all women’s literary clubs of the 
land into closer relations with each other. 
This feeling led\about one year ago to the or- 
ganization of the General Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs. The organization is becoming a 
great success. It has already brought nearly 
100 clubs from twenty-six different States into 
federated relations, and has awakened a wider 
r interest: in the whole club move- 
ment. The Federatioh, by corresponden 
publications, biennial and other meetings, 
in various ways, is. expected to impart to 
‘woman’s literary club work a unity, a breadth, 
and a power far ay 2 what has yet been at- 
tained. In this federation ail clubs, great 
and small, stand on an equality, and the door 
to membership stands open, so that no eligible 
club need wait for an invitation tojoin. It 
has only to send its appiication, with copy of 
constitution, to the President or other officers, 
and it will soon have notice of its member- 
ship in the loving sisterhood. 

These are some of women’s club methods, 
By means of them wouien are making great 
advances and preparation for the responsibil- 
ities of the twentieth century. Much has al- 
ready been achieved by the woman’s club 
movement. The whole system is not yet 
twenty-five years old. What it will do in the 
next twenty-five years for the development 
of woman’s mental, social, and moral pow- 
ers, and through that development for our 
nation and the world the future alone will 
fully disc]use,

A new air engine, quite the best of its cl 
has recently been added to the catalogue o 
motors. It is evidently planned on the best 
lines of the gasengine. instead of employing 
air at ordinary atmospheric pressure it com- 
presses its charge to forty-tive pounds to the 
used indefi- 
nitely, and any escape is compensated for by an 
air-pump. To give uniformity of motson the 
engine has two furnaces and two sets of work- 
ing parts. Each ogg Bye is directly 
over one of the fires. r the heated air has 
driven a piston it passes through a mass of 
wire screen cloth, to which part of its heat is 
Gelivered, It next entersa chamber encircled 
by water tubes, where it is thoroughly cooled. 
A new series of operations begins by the air 
returning through the wire cioth on its way 
to be fully reheated in the chamber immedi- 
ately above a furnace. -In tests of a twenty- 
horse-power engine but three pounds of coke 
per horse-power per hour were burned—a 

uantity about half as much as a non-con- 
Ronaionns steam engine of thesame capacity 
would require. For circulation around the 
cooling cham bers 430 gallons of water per hour 
were called for. In proportion to power this 
motor is decidedly bulkier than either the gas 
or oil engine, and somewhat more so than a 
steam engine with its boiler. Its strong 
points are its economy of fuel in supplymg 
small powers, its silence, and safety.

gine dispenses with boiler and special furnace;

Still, as with 
steam engines so with gas engines, the largest 
are the most economical of puwer, for the 
smaller, proportionately, are their rubbing 
anc cooling surfaces. At first gas engines 
used their fuel at the pressure at which a com- 
mon service pipe delivers it—very slightly 
above that of the atmosphere. A most im- 
portant improvement was effected when the 
the gas mixed with its due quantum of air, in 
proportions of one to seven, was compressed 
to. one-half its original bulk before ignition, 
In effecting this compression the engine has 
to expend a good deal of power. | It receives, 
nevertheless, a very handsome net profit on 
the investment. On ignition the pressure in 
the cylinder is twice as much as it would be 
had there been no compression. The piston 
now has not only an initial pressure multi- 
plied by two, but its stroke at the same time 
is doubled in length. | 

Of devices for igniting the gases in the cylin- 
der there is a wide diversity. The demands 
here are important and not easily met. An 
igniter’s action must be unfailing. It must 
be absolutely prompt at a definite point in a 
stroke, which not parent bp gd runs its whole 
course in half a second.

latter is the preferable plan, for a spark may 


go out if the gases are not thoroughly inter- 
mingled. Gas itself is the igniter most in 
favor, and like the electric current, it is used 
directly and indirectly. By one method a jet 
kept constantly burning outside the cylinder 
communicates with the interior through an 
opening. This opening ww covered by 
piston except during the working stroke. In 
small engines the aperture may be so tiny 
that it is left open during explosion. In the 
most satisfactory practice of all a gas flame 
heats a bit of metaltube to a glowing tem- 
perature.

otso in agas engine; beyond the piston’s 
play the cylinder extends for a space large 
enough to hold the charge of gas and air when 
fully compressed. In this space, after igni- 
tion and expansion, part of the spent gases re- 
main. They are, of course, inert and hurt- 
fully dilute the next working charge. In a 
new type of engine part of the work put upon 
the piston is to withdraw these pocketed and 
injurious products, so thatonily pure air is 
allowea to blend with the coal gas. This ad- 
vantage, however, has to be paid for; the pis- 
ton drafted into this new duty yields available 
power with but one movement in six. 

While the gas engine makes a higher re- 
turn on the heat capita! invested in it than its 
competitor, the steam engine, the latter has 
an overwhelming advantage. draws upon 
the coal heap for its supplies instead of the 
gas main, a source, as a rule, but one-tenth as 
costly. Gas is used in engines just as it is used 
in grates, stoves, and ranges, always on a com- 
paratively smal! scale where its high price is

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LIFE IN ARGENTINE. 


THE CUSTOMS AND PEOPLE OF THE 
SOUTH AMERICAN REPUBLIC, 


An English Writer Indulges in Sharp Crit- 
icism of Both—The Influence the Com- 
ing of the Foreigner Has Had Upon the 
Country Which Cuts So Sorry 8 Figure 
Among the Nations—Its Beautiful Wom- 
en and Thriftiess Mea~—The Millionaires 


and Their Plunder. 


Says a San Francisco paper: It would be 
hard to conceive a more timely publication 
than the instructive book on “‘ Argentina and 
the Argentines,’’ by Thomas A. Turner, which 
has been brought out in London. The au- 
thor, an Englishman, gives us inthis volume 
the digested: outcome of a series of notes 
made during a sojourn of nearly six years in 
Buenos Ayres. The result of his labors is a 
book not only useful to the sociologist and 
financier, but really interesting to the general 
reader. The author has a keen eye and a nimble 
tongue, says the New York Sun’s reviewer, and, 
being evidently unbiased, can, we think, be 
relied upon to tell us the truth about a coun- 
try which has of late attracted the anxious at- 
tention of European investors. We cannot, 
say, however, that the information desirable 
from his pages is calculated to relieve anxiety. 
We cannot, of course, attempt to give even an 
outline of the facts packed in this large vol- 


ume, and after glancing at the author’s re- ; 


marks on the native men and women and on 
the state of morals in the Argentine Republic 
we shall confine ourselves to noting the au- 
thor’s conclusion touching the probabie rce- 
sults of the financial crisis through which the 
country is now passing. 

The author admits that although he landed 
at Buenos Ayres in a genial humor he soon 
ceased to be a sympathetic observer, and has 
therefore drawn no flattering portrait of the 
Argentine in his notes. It is his conviction 
that the Argentine does not lend himseif to 
the making of an attractive picture in any sit- 
uation of life. He is not an admirable char- 
acter. Such virtues as he has spring from his 
weaknesses, In times of prosperity his hered- 
itary indolence and nepotism make him an 
easy prey to scheming adventurers, while in 
times of pressure his disdain of labor and 
looseness of principle lead him to ail manner 
of shabbiness and perfidy. The author of this 
book believes that he has a right to pronounce 
this judgment, having had exceptional oppor- 
tunity of seeing the Argentines in public 
and private life, thrown as he was constantly 
among all classes, from journalists to Gen- 
erals. 

Whatever progress Argentina may have 
made since the date of her independence, Mr, 
Turner at least is convinced that she owes none 
of it to the Argentine, who but for the for- 
eigner would still be tending his attenuated 
cattle and emaciated sheep in the desolate 
plains of the south or enduring a bare exist- 
ence in the sterile regions of the north. Dis- 
tinct nationality the Argentine has none. If 
he had he would still be wearing his poncho 
and eating puchero. {n politics, morality, art, 
science, and religion he cuts but asorry figure. 
From the priests of Cordoba or from fvreign 
professors he acquires a smattéring of knowl- 
edge of various kinds, a taste for the 
subtleties of law and _ “rhetoric, and 
a dislike for any kind of toil. He 
studies engineering, but his plans cannot safe- 
ly be used unless revi by a foreigner. He 
studies law and proceeds to frame acts which 
plunge the country intoturmoil. He explores 
finance, sweeps the banks away and sacks the 
treasury. He makesa atudy of politics and 
goes on to carry provincial elections at the 
sword’s point. He attempts manufactures 
and has to call foreign brainsto help him. 
He breeds cattle by the million, but the flesh 
is tit only for negroes’ food, He studies naval 
warfare, and his shots hit every object except 
that aimed at. He preaches patriotism and 
mortgages his country tothe hilt. He in- 
vites, in fine, the immigrant, and robs him at 
every turn. 

Typical Men and Women. 

After discussing the morals of the Argentine 
capital Mr. Turner depicts with considerable 
vivacity its typical men and women. Buenos 
Ayres has long been celebrated for feminine 
beauty, and the author acknowledges that be- 
fore marriage qnd between the ages of 15 and 
17 many of the’ ypuas women are exceedingly 
attractive. He’ akks us to imagine a brunette 
of 15 or 16 developed into a precocious matur- 
ity; an erect figure ot medium height, but 
splendidly proportioned, with a bust that, in 
his opinion, would make flat-chested English- 
women green with envy; a proud and graceful 
carriage; a face perfectly oval, with a com- 
plexion spotless, but with a slight tinge of 
Creole blood that imparts to the cheeks a hue 
like that of the damask rose; eyes large, dark, 
and lustrous, fringed by long silken lashes, 
and overarched by brows which, with 
the raven hair, make the white forehead 
look like alabaster; small and delicately chis- 
eled nostrils that dilate nervousl; at every 
inspiration ; teeth so white and regular that to 
catch a glirnpse of them through the Cupid’s 
bow of a smile is to wonder at nature’s per. 
fections. If the face has a fault Mr. Turner 
would detect it in the full red lips and the sen- 
suous lines surrounding them, symbols of a 
passionate and voluptuous nature. imagine, 
he says, this face set in a frame of soft black 
hair and surmounted by a white hat of the 
most coquettish fashion, on which repose real 
flowers and live fireflies ; imagine the lithesome 
figure attired in adress of some soft texture 
and delicate tint and of a mode known only to 
the Worths of Parisand Madrid, with asparkle 
here and there of a diamond or a shy glimmer 
of dull gold; imagine finally the whole beng 
instinct with ‘the grace and vitality 
of youth, and we have the author’s portrait of 
an Argentine girl. 

It is, however, admitted that in spite of all 
these charms the beauty of the Argentine 
does not move one’s higher impulses. It daz- 
zles the eye-and captivates the senses, but 
does not appeal to.the soul. These resplend- 
ent creatures, after.all, are but fine animals. 
Then the greatest charm of women next to 

rsonal beauty, a sweet voice, is lacking. 
The voices of the Argentine women are harsh, 
discordant, and shrill, When you hear them 
talk you experience the revulsion which you 
feel when, after gazing for the first time at the 
— of a peacock, you hear it scream. 

here seems to be something about theclimate 
which is adverse to the development of the 
voice and by which every one is more or less 
affected. For the rest we are told that Argen- 
tine girls are lively, playful, and mischievous 
as kittens, and very fond of gayety. They 
are passionately adiicted to music, and the 
vrown of their ambition is the attainment of 
three things—the piano, the French language, 
and a string of lovers. 

The Argentine Dandy, 

Let us look now at the author’s account of 
the male Argentines. These, he says, while 
handsome creatures, are undersized and effem- 
inate. In dress and manners they affect 
French fashions, but do it indifferently well. 
An unmarried Argentine is a born dandy. He 
anpounces his presence by a hundred per- 
fumes and his symmetrical mustache twisted 
to invisible points, his immaculate linen, his 
eae fob, his rings and studs, his gold- 
headed malacca stick, his patent-leather boots 
or shoes tapered to agonizing tips, his flow- 
ered vest and gorgeous cravat—show that his 
chief care in life is the adornment of his ex- 
quisite person. He is clever, witty, andshowy 
~all sparkle and no substance. AS a com- 

anion he is lively, affable, and untrustworthy. 

e is a good linguist, for talk with him is an 
inherent gift. He is proud but not haughty; 
intolerant of dullness and impatient of 
virtues. Originality he utterly tacks, but by 
way of compensation his imitative faculties 
are abnormally developed. 

Mr. Turner reminds us that the President’s 
message sent to the Argentine Congress May 
9, 1891, computed in the depreciated currency 
the loss suffered by a country containing 
scarcely 4,000,000 of inhabitants at $1,000,000,- 
000. Deducting $250,000,000(currency ), at which 
the President estimated the shrin sus- 
tained by holders of railroad stocks 
onthe London Stock Exchange, there re. 
mained a stupendous sum of $750,000,000, rep- 
resenting on the President's preinises ag- 
gregate losses sustained by holders of stocks 
and shares on the Buenos Ayres Stock Ex. 
change and by spéculators in jand all over the 
country. It is, moreover, to be borne in 
mind that these losses were suf- 
fered exclusively by holders stocks 


and land grabbers. Their sum total does. 


not constitute a tenth part of the real 

Which have fallen upon native and for- 
eigner in the republic. ‘The paralyzation of 
commerce, the failure of banks, joint stock 
corporations, and mercantile houses of repute 
and standing, the collapse of nearly every kind 
of industrial undertakings iike the Madero 
Port, the Bahia Bianca and the Northwest 
Argentine railway, and of other railways, 
ports, and enterprises all over country ; 
the exodus of the laboring classes, and the 
consequent decrease Of agricultural industry

country has sustained and whose it 
is im ible to estimate. It is Mr. Turner’s 
belief that had the Argentine President mul- 
tiplied his assumed total of one thousand 
millions by ten he would have been much 

the truth, But what has become 
of all the millions which have been 
brought into the country; the p of 
loan after loan; the proceeds of the sale 
of the national possessions and the enormous 
capital of the collapsed banks and joint-stock 
concerns? Whither have they gone? Have 
they been ship back to Europe? To this 
question Mr. Turner returns a negative an- 
swer. He affirms. that very many millions 
still remain in the country, and that there are 
in the republic twenty men capable of putting 
an end to the crisis could they only be made 
to disgorge their stolen wealth... By way ot il- 
lustration he points out that when Carcano re- 
signed the Postmaster-Generalship he left a 
deficit of $6,000,000; that Ojeda, the former 
Postmaster-General, left a deficit of $850,000, 
and that when D’Amico resigned the Governor- 
ship of Buenos Ayres defalcations were discov- 
ered to the amount of $850,000in gold. 

Defaulters Are Not Punished. 

One might go on, he says, multiplying such 
instances; but to what end, since no sative 
defaulter is ever punished in the Argentine? 
What has become of Carcano, Ojeda, D’Amico, 
Celman, and the rest? Are they pining in 
solitary confinement? Nota bitof it. They 
are riding on prancing steeds, dashing hither 
and thither in gorgeous equipages, recruiting 
their wasted energies on their magnificent 
estates, or traveling in Europe, America, or 
Palestine. 

The author of this book believes that the 
solution of the Argentine crisis is not to be 
looked for from the native Argentine, much 
less from European commissions, whose at- 
tempted intervention would only provoke a 
bitter and sanguinary revolt. If the crisis can 
be solved at all it will be, in his judgment, by 
the foreign residents of Argentina. e thinks 
that a government composed of such men as 
Tornquist, Mailman, Bemberg, Drabble, 
Hale, Bertram, Dreyfus, and Wanklyn 
might accomplish in a few months results 
which the unaided native would not achieve 
in a millennium. A Cabinet of Ministers 
whose names were a guarantee to Europe and 
America of fidelity, ability, and singleness of 
purpose would at once restore confidence and 
turn the tide of immigration. The suspicion 
and hostility which would be provoked by 
European Commissioners would not be 
aroused by such old foreign residents as Mr. 
Turner has mentioned, because their names 
are already endeared to the Argentines, bound 
up in the annals of the republic, and asso- 
ciated with the best times of prosperity. The 
author’s conclusion 1s that the holders of Ar- 
gentine bonds, instead of proposing European 
commissions, which would never be accepted, 
should turn their attention in the only direc- 
tion from which a solution of the crisis may 
possibly proceed and press for the repeal of 
those clauses in the Constitution of the Argen- 
tine Republic which, while permitting the for- 
eign resident to make the native’s fortune, 
prohibit his showing him how to keep it.

Wales is a country interesting in many re- 
spects and deserving of more aftention than 
it has hitherto met with. Though not 
extensive, it isone of the most picturesque 
countries in the world, a country in which

jnhabitants, who speak an ancient and pe- 

‘cuhiar language, do not call this region Wales, 
por themselves Welsh; they call themselves

Of the 
former an illustration may be given. The 
Welsh word for father is “ tad” and for my 
rh but one cannot say for my father “ fy 

cd. Atter “* fy” every word beginni 
with *t” .must change the “t” to “ nh.’ 
therefore my father becomes “ fy nhad.”’ Its 
orthography is at first somewhat startling to 
Saxon eyes, but with the exception of one or 
two characteristic sounds, the difficulty is 
not so formidable as it appears on the surface. 
Welsh is not spoken except in the remoter 

districts, English is everywhere understood. 
he Welsh are a kindly, nerous, and im- 
pulsive race, gifted with a lively imagination 
a politic temperament. Associated with 
these is a strong love of music, the cultiva- 
tion of which in many districts is carried on 
to a surprising pitch. Nobody can hear the 
national Welsh airs, such as ‘Ar hyd y nos,”’

opportunity offers itself the traveier in Wales 
should not fail to attend an Eisteddfod (sit- 
ting or gathering), at which prizes are offe red 
for the best performances the harp, best 
poem, etc.; the best is the ‘National Eistedd- 
fod, held butonce a year.

One day some clever 
dabbler in chemistry took some fresh slud 
and threw it inte fresh water. Sludge acid, 
when it 1s young, is frovchy; twenty-four hours 
companionship with itself makes it black and 
waxy. This fresh sludge did a strange thing. 
It separated into oil and acid. The acid was 
taken up by the water and was so dilute as 
to be readily disposed of. The oil makes a 
beautiful tire under the boiler, and now the 
companies cannot supply the demand. 

Carbonic acid gas given at breweries and 
distilleries during fermentation has been an 
enormous waste, being about 300,000 tons an- 
nually in the United Kingdom alone. It is at 
the same time a product of considerable 
value and is used extensively in making 
grated waters and ice. By a process recently 
patented all this wasted Zas is now collected, 

urified, liquefied, and stored in iron bottles 

or commercial use at a very small cost. 

Slag, which nas been the despair of all own- 
ers of puddling furnaces, which is banked 
high around all furnaces asa monument to its 
own uselessness, ig the latest convert tthe 
ranks of the useful. Ithas now gone into the 
paint business and is valuable for the 55 to70 per 
cent of pure oxide which it contains. When 
pulverized slag is absolutely fireproof and 
could be used as asbestos. Itis an excellent 
cleanser of silver and brassware and has been 
made into excellent soap. 

No Waste at the Stock- Yards.

While this great progress is making in the 
utilhzation ot waste, there are many directions 
in which there is much to learn. Investiga- 
tion recently made in a number of large 
shops where heavy manufacturing is done 
brought out some astonishing facts. In one 
establishment, of the power developed by 
stearn 65 percent was wasted, in another 73 
percent. In one concern eleven-twelfths of 
the sixty-horse power indicated as developed 
by the engine was wasted in friction and use- 
less work, leaving only five-horse power to be 
utilized for ree se meaner | purposes. 

In the light of gas or oil more than 99 per 
cent of the energy is expended in heat which 
is absolute waste. In the incandescent lamp 
the loss through heat is 94 percent, and the 
electric arc lamp it 1 90 per cent. Man 
has not yet reached the economy of nature 
who can illuminate the firefly and keep the 
light going without, so far as most delicate 
_ can determine, the slightest approach to 

eat. 

By closer and truer study of nature man 
will gain new knowledge and suggestion 
toward a conquest over waste that now seems 
beyond the wildest.hope. Nature with all the 
prodigality of her provision for man 1s con- 
stantly working over all waste into new ma- 
terial. Nothing is lost. At the miraculous 
feeding of the 5,000, when the loaves and fishes 
were multiplied in that mysterious way, noth- 
ing was wasted. Even with such a production, 
all **the fragments that remained’’ were 
gathered up after the feeding. 


INCREASE OF THE APPETITE FOR CANDY. 


It Has Gained Such Proportions Among 
Women as to Become a Danger. 

** There are women in Chicago who have an 
appetite for candy that rivals the appetite 
some men have for liquor,’’ said a State street 
confectioner. ‘Certain women who have 
traded at my store for years have on various 
occasions remarked seriously that their appe- 
tite for candy had become so strong that it 
was simply impossible for them to pass a con- 
fectionery establishment without stepping in 
and buying at least a nickel’s worth of choco- 
late creams or something else. This passionate 
fondness for candy has grown upon them 
until it is as well defined and positively irre- 
sistible an appetite, they tell me, as was ever 
instilled by liquor. Physicians tell me that 
more than a temperate amount of candy in- 
dulged in repeatedly is just as certain to do 
serious harm to the stomach as liquor. 

“* Now, the fact is, I know of several Chi- 
cago women who are doing their stomachs 
serivus harm. If these continue in their un- 
fortunate course it will be necessary that some 
retreat or sanitarium on the Dwight order be 
opened for them. Some people may laugh at 
this, taking it for nonsense—just as many 
laugh atthe idea of aman getting an over- 
powering appetite for liquor, but doctors have 
told me that if candy eating continues to in- 
crease at the simply marvelous rate shown in 
the lost twenty-five years, especially among 
the women, theré certainly will be the most 
urgent demand for a move in the direction I 
have indicated.”’

STUDYING THE FOOL. 


A SUBJECT VAST IN THE RESULTS 
POSSIBLE TO OBTAIN. 


Ways in Which This Class of Mapkind 
Differ—The One Who is “Innocent” 
and Knows It, and the One 
Doesn’t—A Class of Men Called Fools 
Who Deserve a Different Recognition— 
The Vanity That Fails of Financial 
Success. 

It is apparently undeniable that the average 
man would prefer to be termed a knave rather 
than a fool. To be a rascal supposes capacity 
of some kind and insures one’s being regarded 
in italics—so to speak. The sting of the term 
—a plain fool—lies in the fact that it most 
commonly suggests a conspicuous nothingness 
in the cerebral region ora judgment whose 
outputs are of no more valuethan addled eggs. 
To state, in classical phraseology, that one 
doesn’t know enough to go in when it rains, is 
to touch the limit of derisive criticism of his 
intellect; the **the shadow of a cipher”’ about 
represents his value in the minds of his fellow- 
men. 

In all times-there are “ born fools ” who will 
never spell discretion, which Pericles de- 
clared the noblest possession of human beings, 
or comprehend the meaning of “ the fitness 
of things.” And Rochefoucauld observed 
that “ there are persons fated to be fools, who 
commit follies not only by choice, but are 
forced by fortune to do so.” But these, as 
well as stupid fools whose apprehension 
scarcely suggests to them, without external 
assistance, what the cat should be doing in 
the dairy, are perhaps well out-numbered 
among us by those who do not lack in brains 
or wit, but are self-made fools through vanity 
or false ideas. Of the most trymg and 
ubiquitous, is the conceited fool, who is per- 
fectly certain of being always desirable, al- 
ways successful, who is saturated with belief 
in his own astuteness; whose knowledge of 
men, women (of this subject particularly pro- 
found), and affairs is such that he can be 
given no “points,” and who states his 
opinion, sought or unsought, on any matter 
as though he were playing the right bower. 

The feminine complement of this individual 
is the woman who may be described as a well- 
gowned assumption, who affects a critical 
knowledge of art, music, literature because 
such knowledge is, so to speak, the trade- 
mark of a desirable culture, who absorbs 
flattery as an Alderman a cocktail, who 
enthuses over a new author or actor or 
preacher or a sentiment which she has, in 
truth, no more soul to comprehend than a 
mocking bird has the spirit to appreciate the 

lory of the moon beneath which it works its 

ittle throat. Said such a young woman 
recently in speaking of one of our most elo- 
quent and scholarly pulpit orators whose 

essays have become modern classics: ‘QO, I 

think he is just lovely, but one can’t deny 

that he makes grammatical errors.”’ 
The Folly of a Fool. 

The folly of the conceited fool of either sex 
seldom vanishes with years; it simply solidi- 
fies. As Thackeray remarks, **‘ How can you 
make a fool perceive that he is a fool? ‘Such 
a@ person can no more see his own folly ithan 
he can see his own ears.”’ 

Touching the inexplicable sex: It is possi- 
ble that the average woman had rather have 
her age called intw question than her mental 
brilliancy. Who dare essay to discuver? But 
when fair woman really merits the title which 
suggests the antithesis of argus-eyed wisdom, 
she is, it may be conceded, the most thorough 
fool in the world, rarely doing or saying any- 
thing inconsistent with her character. But 
this, it should be remembered, is an era of 
clever women; the boscage of society scintil- 
lates with them. Some of them forming 
committees and associations brilliantly dem- 
onstrate their ability to take the platform and 
talk against time. Some of them are able tu 
happily assure man, who often makes such a 
mess of things, that he need not now bear the 
burden of government alone, but even be 
cheerfully advised when not to fight his 
‘sassy ’’ little enemies. 

Notable among the self-made fools of today 
is the man who pays too much for money— 
gives his ‘health, strength, liberty, mayhap 
conscience, almost every waking hour of the 

best years of his life. e is a slave who would 
find no use fora proclamation of emancipa- 
tion every separate letter of which was not 
written upon a United States bond. Engaged 


almost exclusively with ‘‘futures,’’ the greedy-’ 


to-be-rich man usually loses the genial relation- 
ships, the poetry, the humor, the little uncalcu- 
lated on pleasures which he might find in the 
present and which are, perhaps, the best 
things one gets in life. 

Brother to this man of privations is the in- 
dividual who schemes and struggles;~pays 
large sums of money, runs the risk of leav- 
ing an electric light turned on his private 
record, performs a handsome act here, or af- 
fects a sympathy there for which he really has 
no stomach, or perpetrates some purely absurd 
maneuver, ali to gain a distinction which shall 
claim society’s attention. Unless he has some 
genuine power or virtue exercised for some- 
thing other than vanity’s sake he is likely to 
hear the thrilling trumpet of fame (?) pro- 
claiming his name in four trenchant letters; 
likely to find that he has been engaged in the 
peculiarly felicitous business of fetching water 
in a sieve. 

A Notable Character. 

Notable among the characters of the pres- 
entday is the man with a reputation for 
shrewdness, thesole master of whose thoughts, 
habits, and methods is self-interest. He has 
ceased to feed on illusions or. indulge in fan- 
tastic dreams. He is always cautious, dis- 
creet, reserved, placing himself in the rela- 
tion of an interrogation point to all statements 
of truth and disinterestedness. He never al- 
lows himself to be humbugged; never allows 
any impulse, passion, emotion, to get the bet- 
ter of bim which could interfere with self-in- 
terest. or what he conceives to besuch. Not 
only does such a man usually fall a victim to 
a sort of dry rot, but when he doesn’t ecruple 
to sacrifice, if need be, anybody or anything 
that stands in the way of his advantage—prid- 
ing himself on the adroitness withe which he 
does it—he is almost certain to overlook some 
simple facts and to commit some signal mis- 
take that shall teach him that in his subtle 
wisdom is subtle folly. 

Martin Luther once sang: 

Who loves pot women, wine, and song, 
Remains a fool his whole life long. 

Neediess to say he did not refer to this 
fascinating trio in a dissipated sense. He 
thought little of the wisdom of the joyless prig 
who held himself from genial and inspiring in- 
mere Of the chronic fools among us 1s 
the nian who devotes. himself without con- 
science or stint to every form of pleasure 
which provides inaulgence for his voluptuous 
tastes, who seeks amusement as an occupa- 
tion. He is a sure victiin of that malady of 
the surfeited or the wit-forsaken—ennui. He 
is a generator of cynicism, without, it would 
seem, sufficient sense to learn what an old 
Greek philosopher asserted centuries ago, that 
happiness is not synonymous with pleasure 
and that the former can come only from 
“‘within ’’—and then it depends on the nature 
of the “‘ within.”’ 

Fools of occasion include usall at every 
stage of life. Mercifulness toward the absurd, 
which Cardinal Newman thought one of the 
leading characteristics of a gentleman, might 
well be acharacteristic of any ordinarily intel- 
ligent mind, since ‘it is im ible to know on 
what time or occasion human nature, the 
great practical joker, who revels in startling 
surprises, may not cause the most well regu- 
lated to make a fool of himself. Says a French 
writer, “If there be men whose folly has 
never appeared it is because it has never been. 
closely looked for,” or because, as Robert 
Burns might have observed, “‘(O’ theer better 
art o’ hidin’,”’

Just as the gray hairs have made an em-

and perhaps the little ridiculous performances, 
the very human absurdities which one fondly 
hopes will escape observation, serve effective- 
ly to keep in a man’s mind the fraternal bond 
between himself and his fellows. It may be a 
weakness of pride, indeed, to have an immod- 
erate fear of bei now. and then a fool. 

There are certain souls which the world 
calls impracticable, possessed of ** im ible” 
ideals and methods, who are most lovable in 
their very unwisdom. Perhaps every man is 
once in his life of impossible ideals; 
once in his life a happy fool, when he falls 
passionately, uncalculatingly in love with 
some Juliet also possessed of an exclusive, ab- 
sorbing, common-sense dispensing passion, 
capable, if need be, of defying a forty-father 
power. For a time he dwells in a realm where 
nothing monotonous or commonplace or dis- 
appointing abides; where shadows lengthen 
and starlight steals on in an atmosphere laden 
with poetry and fragrance; where bills, 
bores, and bad dinners ate utterly stricken 
from the memory; where the mind forgets 
time and the watchmaker’s art is an abomina- 
tion. During his divineaberration even dogs, 
babiea, beggars, and old women come in for 
the alms of the lovers’ benignant attention, 
since, poor things! ‘they exist without con- 
scious ecstasy.

Scarcely a Pauper or an Acre of Unpro- 
dactive Land Within Her Borders, 

Fannie B. Ward’s Montevideo Letter: Al- 
though least in area, let nobody imagine that 
Uruguay is of lesser importance than other 
Southern republics. On the coutrary, though 
it has an area of only 73,185 square miles (be- 
ing a trifle larger than England). With a 
total population of 700,000, it is one of the 
richest and most prosperous. There is not an 
acre of unproductive soil in its whole extent, 
and hardly a pauper; and it is the only coun- 
try—at least on this side of the world—where 
American gold is at a discount. Whereas in 
Mexico, Peru, Chile, Argentine, Brazil, and 
all the rest of them one receives a good round 
premium on Uncle Samuel’s golden coins, 
varying in amount according to the times, but 
always considerable, In Montevideo you pay 
heavily for the privilege of getting your $20 
gold pieces turned into the cbin of that coun- 
try. 

At present Uruguay’s principal source of 
wealth is in cattle and sheep. Late statistics 
place the number cf sheer on its ranches at 
11,000,000, cattle 8,000,000, and horses 800,000, 
So genial is the climate and productive the 
soil that any grain or fruit of the temperate, 
torrid, or- frigid zones can be grown in 
abundance, from sugar and coffee to wheat 
and corn, bananas and potatoes, pineaples and 
pippins. There is plenty of the best pasturage 
in the world; plenty of water for mechanical 
purposes and for the flocks and herds; plenty 
of stone and timber for building material, and 
geologists say that the entire upper corner 
of the cone-shaped republic is underlaid 
by exhaustless coal-beds. So many are the 
navigable rivers that one can go by water to 
almost any section of the country, and natural 
harbors are frequent along the coast. The 
fact is Uruguay is,aimost a peninsula, having 
an Atlantic sea- of 120 miles, a southern 
shore-line on the Rio de la Plata of 285 miles, 
and a western shore-line along the UruBuay 
River of 270 miles, while on the north, separat- 
ing it from Brazil, are the rivers Chuy, Yagua- 
ron and Duareim and Lake Hirim—leaving a 
land “*frontier’’ of only 450 miles from the Rio 
Duareim to the bar of the Chuy on the 
Atlantic coast. The Rio Negro and its big 
affluent, the Yi, intersect the country diagon- 
ally, and there are numerous other rivers 
of unpronounciable names but great local im- 
portance. 

The old placer washings, from which the 
Jesuits and viceroys of Spain used to get such 
fabulous quantities of gold and silver, were all 
long since exhausted, or their locations have 
been obliterated and forgotten. During ‘a 
hundred years of almost continuous warfare, 
including the long struggle for independence 
and subsequent revolutions, the people were 
mercilessly robbed of their wealth, and many 
poor wretches who were suspected of knowing 
where gold or silver might be obtained were 
persecuted until they revealed the secret or 
died to conceal it, and such pains were taken 
to hide all trace of nature’s store-houses that 
in many cases, after the lapse of a few years, 
the descendants of the original owners could 
not find them. Within the last quarter cent- 
ury, however, new mineral deposits of ex- 
traordinary richness have been discovered, 
and the report of a recent geological commis- 
sion, appointed by the government to exam- 
ine those resources, reads like a tale of the 
Arabian Nights. 

Within the last decade the population of 
Uruguay has doubled, as much from natural 
causes as from immigration, the birth rate 
averaging forty-five per thousand, and the 
death ratetwenty-seven. -It is enthusiastically 
claimed by resident foreigners that this is not 
only the healthiest place on the face of the 
globe, but that odes living is cheaper here 
than anywhere else. The best of beef, mut- 
ton, a ork can be bought for4 cents per 
pound; fish from 3to5 cents; ducks, chick- 
ens, and partridges from 10to 15cents per bird, 
and vegetables of allkinds arecorrespondingly 
cheap. With a population of ubout 700,000, 
Uruguay produces not less than 5,000,000 
bushels of grain every year, or an average of 
ten bushels to each man, woman, and child in 
the country. The largest export is wool, 
valued at $6,000,000 per annum. Beef comes 
next on the list in quantity, valued at about 
the same figures, and hides third, of which 
not .less than $3,500,000 are shipped every year. 
Then come wheat, about $38,000,000 worth; 
corn, $1,000,000; and other agricultural prod- 
ucts footing up to nearly $2,000,000 worth. All 
these have more than. doubied during the last 
ten years, and continuet o increase like com- 
pound interest.

HOW ABOUT DIVORCE? 


KATE FIELD TAKES UP THE CUDG- 


ELS IN BEHALF OF AMERICA. 


Marriage Has Lost No Honor or Stability 
in This Country—Monsters Exist Every- 
where, Fewer if Personal Judgment Is 
Allowed — Repression Means Kevolt — 
More Honesty in the Marriage Relation 
Where Divorce Is Respectable and Com- 
paratively Easier than Elsewhere. 

Kate Field writes: Iam asked to express 
what I am pleased to call my mind on Mrs, 
Lynn Liaton’s articles concerning divorces 
which appeared in the New York World o 
Feb. 7. It isan ungracious task, as I never 
like to criticise friends. I know Mrs. Linton 
and hold herin high esteem. The author of 
“Joshua Davidson” deserves everybody’s 
respect. Mrs. Linton’s hero takes Christ as 
his model, attempts to practice what Chris- 
tianity preaches, and, as a result, is stoned to 
death, 


There is no doubt about the vigor of Mrs. 


Linton’s English. Some years ago she wrote 
a series of articles for the Saturday Review, 
entitled **The Girl of the Period,” which ex- 
cited great comment, but which were hardly 
to my liking, as their clever author lashed 
women more than men, and showed what 
seemed to me an animus not quite fair to her 
own sex. Mrs. Linton’s integrity of purpose 
is beyond question. What I sometimes doubt, 
however, is her premises and their consequent 
deductions. And there are several of Mrs. 
Linton’s premises about divorce to which I 
take exception, 

It is dangerous to write about countries we 
have never visited, for we are sure to display 
our ignorance before we get through. 

Mrs. Linton has never crossed the Atlantic. 
She 1s one of the most English of women, ab- 
solutely courageous in the expression of her 
opinions, but more courageous than discreet, 
I think, when she declares that “ with di- 
vorce made as easy as it is in certain States in 
America, the marriage bond has no sanctity 
at all, and the good of the fainily has no valid 
influence. Love is degraded to animal in- 
stinct, or whittled away to temporary caprice ; 
but the magistrate gives a clean bill for 
future indorsement, and the whole relation 
becomes one of legalized and very slightly- 
veiled promiscuity. Held by no tie 
stronger than that of desire, a transient weari- 
ness, which a little self-control would over- 
come, takes the dimensions of unconquerable 
aversion, and the present association is 
broken with no more sense of solemnity than 
two players cut afresh for partners at the end 
of the rubber. 

* Adultery has lost its sin, inconsistency its 
shame, because marriage has lost both honor 
and stability. The children generally remain 
with the mother, perhaps to grow accustomed 
to a succession of stepfathers, which musta 
little bewilder their ideas of continuity. But 
like the lady whose three divorced husbands 
were her constant card-table companions, 
women under this loose régime are hardened 
to the situation, and its piquancy is lost in its 
famiharity.”’ 

In what State of the Union has marriage 
lost. its sanctity because of greater freedom in 
divorce laws? Will any American who has 
observed human nature dispassionately vent- 
ure to assert that New York is more moral 
than Rhode Islana, because the former grants 
divorce for one offense only and Rhode Islana 
was wise enough to adapt her laws to the re- 
quirements of average humanity? Are Rhode 
islanders in a frenzy to sever marriage ties 
because such severing is less difficult than 
elsewhere, or has Rhode Island been the 
Mecca of ill-fated couples who hved in less 
enlightenea States? rs. Linton hardly real- 
a the inevitable efiect of "|i prohibitory 
aws. ; 

Tell men and women that ih+y must, under 
all circumstances, live together, no matter at 
what sacrifice of self-respect, and a feeling of 
restiveness arises. Give them a chance to es- 
cape from hated thralldom, and they are much 
more likely to assert their better nature. 
The American home is as sacred in 
Providence as in New,Orleans, as sacred in 


. New York as in San Francisco. Thesole dif- 


ference between the Atlantic and Pacific coast 
is that there is infinitely less hypocrisy in 
California, Owing, it may be, tv the remains 
vf that independence bordering on reck- 
lessness which characterized the modern Ar- 
gonauts. 

Mrs. Linton’s denunciation of “certain 
States in America” is alibelonall. Mar- 
riage has lost neither its honor nor its stabil- 
ity North, South, East, or West. Children 
of divorced couples remain with whichever 
parent the Judge considers fit. The picture 
Mrs. Linton draws of a succession of 
stepfathers, who present a bewildering pano- 
ramato children, 1s not taken from life. 
There are monsters all the world over, but 
Mrs. Linton and everybody else will find 
fewer monsters of both sexes:where people are 
allowed to think and act oftheir own judg- 
ment. Repression means revolt. 

Mrs. Linton admits that in countries where 
marriage is indissoluble the breaking of the 
seventh commandment is lenichtly regarded. 
Ireland is an exception, a fact vastly creditable 
to her fair women and brave men. reason 
is largely due to the fact that Irish Catholics 
are sincere in their religion. They live it. 
Latin Catholics are much less honest, and, 
marrying frequently forconvenience, seek out- 
side of legal bonds the consolations of love, 

The Irish as a rule are guided by their 
hearts: hence make more faithful wives and 
husbands than almost any other race: If the 
heart does not keep them from going astray, 
faith in their religidén does, 

Iam willing Mrs. Linton should compare 
the records of the ** easiest ’’ State of our wild 
and woolly West with those of Catholic Italy 
and France and Protestant England. I am 
ready to wager that the advantage will be on 
this side of the ocean, 

Admitting human nature to be the same all 
the world over, close investigation will prove 
that there is more honesty in the marriage re- 
lation in States where divorce is respectable 
and comparatively easy than elsewhere; con- 
sequently the standard of manhood and 
womanhood is higher, for if there be a more 
debasing influence on character than hypoc- 
risy what is it?

and on the exchange, hypocrisy is the crime 
of all crimes against humanity, the one most 
vehemently arraigned by the founder of 
Christianity. —

Just why so much work is neces- 
sary in making sales is not clear. investors 
are cautious, and insist that a fair income is 
promised instead of relying on the hope of ad- 
vance in values alone. It may be, as has been 
suggested by a number of agents, that the un- 
certainty regarding national legislation in re- 
jation to silver has an influence in preverting 
extensive investments in real estate. Capi- 
taliets are uncertain as to the outcome of 
questions now before the country, and while 
waiting for developments are anxious to have 
their funds invested in gold-bearing securities. 
Within the last few weeks announcements 
of a number of purchases of acre tracts have 
been made, and supplemented by accounts of 
proposed industrial towne to be founded. The 
movement of manufacturers to Chicago has 
been one of the most promising features of 
the real-estate situation during the last few 
ears. The general movement in the line of 
ounding manufacturing towns@vith the usual 
subdivision adjuncts is by no rkeans so favor- 
able a feature. There is practi 
to the factory interests which” Chicago can 
welcome. There is, however, a limit some- 
where to the number of industrial towns 
which can be successfully maintained. The 
fact is becoming more generally realized 
that a tract of farm land, however ad- 
vantagéously situated, is not in the strictest 
sense a manufacturing town. It is an under- 
taking of no mean proportions to establish a 
town of importance enough to warrant the ex- 
tensive subdivision operations usually carried 
on at these places. There is an element of 
danger in overstimulation of the general de- 
sire of manufacturers to flock to Chicago by 
the projectors of these various industrial 
towns. A syndicate owning a body of 
land of sufficient size to protect subdivision 
operations can afford to offer flattering in- 
ducemnents to manufacturers to locate a plant 
ofsome kind which will prove attractive to 
_ Jot-buyers. This is the very practice which 
has been found to result disastrously in 
towns throughout Northern Illinois. Just 
why it will not prove disastrous to towns in 
the immediate vicinity of Chicago to have 
factory interests of uncertain standing lo- 
in them at great expense is not 
clear. The complaint is made that a great 
many of the factories located in new manu- 
facturing towns are not to be depended upon 
to furnish steady employment to laborers who 
have been attracted to these piaces. One in- 
dependent, substantially-backed factory in- 
terest is nore of an addition to the city’s re- 
‘sources than a half dozen concerns which 
come merely for the bonus offered them and 
_ which may never become self-supporting.

INCOMES OF OFFICE BUILDINGS. 


Comparisons as to Earning Capacity of 
Buildings in New York and Chicago. 

The situation regarding supply and demand 
in the matter of office buildings and offices in 
Chicago is bemmg watched with more than 
ordinary interest. It was contended: by a 
great many that office rents would go 
down before the great number of of- 
fices thrown on the market by the. com- 
pletion of the Woman’s Temple, the Ma- 
sonic Temple, the Ashland Block, the 
Title and Trust Building, the Unity Building, 
the Monadnock, and the other great office build- 
ings of the city. The factslin the case du not 
appear to warrant the conclusion reached. 
The most flattermg results are reported by 
agents of the different buildings, and there 
has been no necessity discovered for cutting 
the prevailing rates. The prevailing rates, or 
the rates at which offices are held in high- 
class buildings, are from $1.25 to $2.50 a 
square foot. In the Unity Building, 
for instance, the rates are from $1.50 to $2.25 
a square fout for office space above the second 
floor. For the two first floors the rates will 
range from $3 to $5a square foot. That the 
offices are actually renting is evidenced by the 
fact that $40,000 worth of leases have already 
been signed. The total annual rental 
of the Unity Building is estimated 
at $180,000. Of this $40,000 will go to pay the 
running expenses. The capital represented 
in the building and leasehold is $1,120,000, 
The building itself is said to represent an out- 
lay of $850,000. The interior finish has been 
plahned on the theory that tenants will pay 
well for ornamentation. The marble contract 
alone represents $70,000, 

The mere ornamentation of the building, 
features which are not essential to the equip- 
ment of the structure, will cost $150,000. The 
floor space is measured in the Unity Buildmg 
to include the space taken up by partitions. 
In the Title and Trust Building the rates are 
based on the total floor space on each floor. 
In the item of floor space rentals the office 
buildings of Chicago are not fully up to New 
York buildings. 

The income from 140 office buildings in 
New York City, comprising, of course, all of 
the largest and a considerable number, if 


not all, of the down-town build- 
ings constructed solely for office  pur- 
poses, is said to be from $8,000,000 


to $10,000,000 annually. Therental rates range 
from $2 to $5 a square foot of floor space. 
There are few places in New York City where 
the rental income of any building is as high 
as this latter figure. At the correrof Wall 
and Broad streets, along Wall street, and 
within a radius of a block or two of that sec- 
tion, it is generally believed that the income 
is as hich as $4 a foot. In fact, the bulk of 
the income from office buildings on Broadway 
does not equal the income of the compara. 
tively few big buildings on Wali and Broad 
streets. 

The effort to put up a buildmg An which 
the rental price is under $2 a foot~of actual 
space occupied has almost invariably met with 
failure. Such well-known real estate men as 
E. A. Cruikshank and Horace S. Ely say that 
it is simply impossible to run an office build- 
ing with success financially, unless the rental 
is well above $1.50 per year for every foot oc- 
cupied. 

Efforts are, of course, made to get at this 
desideratum by building as high into the air 
as the law allows. With this end im view the 
twenty-six-story building, which 1s to go up 
on lower Broadway, facing Battery place an 
tronting also on Greenwich street, has been 
designed by Architect Dinkelberg. It is to 
be the largest business building in the world. 

Real estate men credit the Mills building 
with earning more income than any single 
structure in New York, not excepting the 
Equitable building with its 80 rooms. The 
net income from the Mills building 1» placed 
at $150,000 a year, while the total structure, 
with the land upon which it stands, cost some- 
thing like $2,500,000. This means a net in- 
come on the capital invested of 6 per cent. 

Lhe largest office building in the country is, 
of course, the Equitable on Broadway. It 
covers an area of nearly an acre, and the 
central tower rises to a height of 172 feet 
from the ground. The building occupies 
an entire block with the exception of the 
Nassau street corners. It has a frontage on 
Broadway of 167 feet, 224 on ar, 
Pine and forty-six and a half on Nassau. 
The actual cost of construction bas never been 
given out, but it was close to $2, The 
income to the Equitable Life Insurance com- 
pany, above and beyond ail expenses, 18 said 
to be in the neighborhood of $860,000, Con- 
servative real-estate men figure that this is 
perhaps 4 per cent on the great valuation of 
the building and ground. 

Next to the Mills Building, in point of in- 
come from investment, comes that owned by 
Mme. Boreel, just opposite the Equitable on 
Broadway. ‘The land was bought when values 
were low, and the building was put up during 
the panic of 1873 and 1874, when material was 
at the lowest point in the history of the build- 
ing trade of the last thirty years. Theincome 
is $50,000 a year. ek ; 

The highest office building in existence is 
the Pulitzer block. Itis 875 feet high, 121 
feetrhigher than the Masonic Temple, and 
m than twice the height of the oman’s 
Tok le. The total number of rooms in the 
buildang is 238, of which seventy-nine are oc- 

upied by the World and the remainder are 
et for business purposes. It is said that the 
gross income, exclusive of the World depart- 
ment, is $175,000 a year. 

Among the latest prea y ohe goup is that 
of the Jersey Central on Liberty street, which 
is said to have an income of close to $75,000 a 
year. Then there is the new office building on 
the corner of Broad and Beaver streets, owned 
by Mrs. John A. Morris, which is said to 
have a net income of over $50,000, Real- 
estate men place the incomes of _ the 
Mechanics’ Bank Building, corner of William 
and Wall streets; of the Central Trust, on 
Hanover street; of the United States Trust 
company, on Wall street; and of the Cotton 
Exchange, at all the way from $50,000 to $100,- 
000 annually. its 

Temple Court 1s one of the most successful 
office buildings in the United States, It is 
said to come next to the Equitable and Mills 
Buildings in the gross income, although actual 
figures have never been given out.

MORE STRINGENT REGULATIONS, 


Some Points in Which Chicago’s Building 
Ordinances Might Ke improved, 

Six members of the committee having in 
charge the work of revising the building ordi- 
nances have been selected, and the committee 
will soon be ready for work. The importance 
of their work does not hinge, as many sup- 
pose, entirely on the high building question. 
The entire system of building regulations is 
faulty, and there is a great demand for better 
‘building inspection in all departments. A 
paper was recently read before an assembly 
of architects and builders of Montreal which 
outlines some of the points which should be 
covered by the building ordinances, The fol- 
lowing extract is given: 

How cana law be framed that will cover the 
various and multitudinous matters that must 
naturally have to be decided on by the Building 
Inspector? Let it be borne in mind that no mat- 
ter how competent that officermay be, to a cer- 
tain sextent his usefulness is marred unless the 
law which he is called on to administer be clear, 
explicit, and clothes him with suflicient author- 
ity. Itis evident that to meet the requirements 
of our modern cities, classification of buildings 
must be resorted to, and for different classes cer- 
tain matters of detail must be more carefully 
attended to than for others... For instance: For 
an ordinary self-contained dwelling or small tene- 
ment it might be suftlicient that after the matter 
of site, light, and air had heen satisfactorily at- 
tended to a general description of the building, 
with details of manner and materials of construc- 
tion, drainage, and plumber’s fixtures should be 
deposited with the Building Inspector, and that 
the owner should be held to notify that officer 
at stated periods of the work, say at its com- 
mencement, when tne building should be ready 
for plastering, and again on completion, so that 
otlicer might see that everything was iu compli- 
ance with the law. More important buildings 
should be graded according to their future uses, 
their altitude, and so forth, and for these the 
complete plans should be deposited in the build- 
ing bureau, and any details as to calculations, 
etc., required by the inspector sb id be fur- 
nished. These should be verrtied, and if satis- 
factory a permit shouid be issued in which should 
be mentioned the various stages at which the 


department would have tw i be notified, 
so that the work . would be prop 
erly inspected. No deviation should be 


allowed from the plans without the sanction of 
the Building Bureau, and further, a very im- 
portant point, no building should be used for any 
purpose which would require a higher classifica- 
tion than that for which it was built; but in 
justice to designers and builders and in deference 
to public safety a building should not be over- 
loaded after a few years by the erection of addi- 
tional stories, or if designed for an ordinary store 
or for light manufacturing purposes should not 
be exposed to the danger of caving in, or of being 
converted into a warehouse of the first class, or 
collapsing frum the vibrations of heavy ma- 
chinery. ; 

ln no particular should building inspection be 
more stringent and severe than in the matter of 
alterations and additions to old buildings, and if 
the details of the buildings to be raised or altered 
do not exist, and unless itcan be clearly showa 
that the possibility of such alterations and addi- 
tions was provided for in the original construc- 
tion, careful examination and, if necessary, tests 
should be made before the proposed improve- 
ments should be sanctioned, and in no case shovid 
the factor of safety be diminished, 

A building law should provide carefully for all 
these and many other details. Now, how is such 
a luw to be framed? Certainly not by a commit- 
tee of Aldermen with no technical knowledge, 
aided by an attorney of more or less legal ability, 
with a medical gentioman thrown in for the health 

ints, after sitting down and making one or a 
half-dozen conflicting bylaws on the subject, ac- 
ceptinpg such suggestions as they may think fit 
from‘their inspector. Can they hold that gentie- 
man responsibie for anything that may occur in 
any building, vld or new, througt the length and 
breadth of a great city, whether he had any 
notice of his attenuon being wanted in a particu- 
lar locality or not, or the authority to interfere if 
he is aware that certain structures are danger- 
ous? On the contrary such a law would need long 
and careful study from competent men, and in its 
framing our proiession should certainly be con- 
suited. I have purposely avoided anything 
savoring of local criticism, but 1 cannot resist the 
temptation of recording the fact that in one so- 
called by-law to regulate the construction of 
buildings in a certain city no reference is made to 
the existence of an architect; itis altogether 
the owner and builder whom the inspector 
is to deal with and ask for explana- 
tions. The authorities of the same city consulted 
the plambers about a proposed sanitary by-law, 
but not the architects, who are supposed and ex- 
pected to govern the former. [I do not know if 
the same implied contempt for architects exists 
elsewhere, but I think I can safely assert that 
only with their assistance can a practical by-law 
be framed which men of ability could accept, and 
which would be of service to those who wish to 
hnild honestly. It would also intimidate those 
willing to risk the lives of their fellow-citizens 
for the sake of a slight saying, of material or 
labor, as it should be a penal oiense to disregard 
in building anythgng which might be injurious to 
health or dangerous to life. 

As to the otlicials of the building burean, large 
cities should be districted, and an inspector ap- 
pointed ;for each, who should bea sooemainty 
trained and experienced architect. All the acces- 
sories of building. both for sanitation and for 
safety, should, I claim, be under one bureau, and 
though the details of interior drainage might be 
left to special inspectors, still these shouid be 
subordinates of the building inspector, and under 
his control. The latter should be an official in 
the city engineer’s department. All matters relat- 
ing to building, such as the giving of lines, levels, 
permits, etc., should be attended to at the one 
office, so that information or plans once given by 
intending builders should serve for all these pur- 
poses. 

There is one more consideration which migbt 
possibly become a subject for legislation; but it is 
a very difficult matter to dealwith. I refer to 
buildi regulations from an esthetic point of 
view. Of course it would be impossible to estab- 
lish a censorship over plans and reject those 
which were considered ugly. Only autocratic 
power joined to absolute good taste could do 
this, Stil when a corporation at the public 
expense proceeds to beautifying a city with 
parks and squares, these improve the property in 
their immediate vicinity, and the public has a 
right to exact from the owners thus benetited that 
they shall not mar what has been done. If canons 
of good taste cannot be made by law. af least it is 
possible to prevent mean buildings from being 
erected in such localities. It seems to me that 
the city should have power to regulate the mini- 
mum, or even in places where it would be desira- 
ble, the uniform height of buildings in parts spe- 
cially savored, Ste if the favors consisted only 
of a better class of paving and sidewalks than 
were possessed by the city at large.

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IMPRESSIONS MADE UPON CONGRESSMEN. 
A Disposition to Help the Great World’s 
._ Fair Undertaking. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Feb, 24.—[New York 
Post.]|—The Congressional excursion party 
has returned from Chicago, and a reilway 
journey of a day and night has given the mem- 
bers of it time to cast up their balances and 
ascertain net results. 

The question which was on every hip when 
the party set out from Washington Friday last 
was: ‘* Will Chicago get an appropriation from 
Congress?”” The answer is now assured; and 
it is an emphatic “ No!” Chicago will not get 
an appropriation, because Chicago does not 
want or ask for one; but the greatest en- 
terprise ever witnessed in the way of a World’s 
Fair—the Columbian Exposition of 1893—wiil 
get,-either as gift ora loan, every dollar it 
needs to make it what it has set out to be. 
There need be no fears on that point. The 
Senators and Representatives wno went West 
with misgivings have raturned satistied. They 
have seen with their own eyes that there is not 
a local or provincial feature about the whole 
business; that it is not Chicago’s Fair, but the 
Union’s; that itis national in the worthiest 
sense, and that, if the full fruit be equal to the 
promise it will be a permanent inspiration to 
the — of the American people. 

This conclusion, be it remarked, is not 
traceable in any degree to the hospitable en- 
tertainment which Chicago gave her visitors, 
for that, while generous in every respect, was 
void of ostentation, and served merely to 
make 1t possible to seein two days more than 
could have been seen in as many weeks sub- 
ject to the customary frictions of travel), This 
was what everybody wanted—a chance to see 
where and how the money thus far expended 
has gone, and what it is intended to do with 
any which is hereafter contributed. 

The sight of the Fair-grounds as they ap- 
pear today was a revelation. The amount of 
work which was generally known to have been 
necessary in the way of filling, draiming, 
grading, sinking piles for foundations, etc., 
was so vast that the expectations of the visit- 
ors had not passed beyond this incipient stage. 
When, to: their surprise, they were taken 
through one building—the Woman’s Depart- 
ment—which is practically finished and ready 
for the decorators, and from its roof 
swept the view for a mile and more 
to the southward, with the topography 
of the grounds perfectly defined and 
in most places with the buildings already 
roofed in, wholly or in part, it was not hard 
to understand why the Fair nanagement had 
spoken with such confidence of the opening of 
the doors on the appointed day. The writer 
inspected the Centennial Fair grounds at 
Philadelphia in May, 1875—less than a year 
before they were to be formally opened—and 
found them‘ in a state of preparation not 
nearly so advanced as those at. Chicago are 
now, to say nothing of the difference between 
the easilf handled materials used in the con- 
struction of the Chicago buildings and the in- 
tractable ones which-were still the dependence 
of builders seventeen years ago. 

The first thing which strikes the observer in 
the work thus far completed at Chi is its 
dignity. There isnot a suggestion of ginger- 
bread anywhere. Thanks to the universal 
use of fire-proof surface moldings of that 
wonderful French device “staif’’—a plastic 

board with a body of shredded hemp and faces 
of a compound of plaster, clay, and glue—the 
ornamentation will be serious and chaste. 
The Paris Exposition of 1889 brought this 
material into notice, it being the inven- 
tion of a Frenchman. Since then the 
inventor has made several improve- 
ments in then composition and _ the 
method of manipulation. The World’s Fair 
management, realizing the wisdom of seizing 
ag thing while the chance remains, simply 
chartered the whole establishment for the sea- 
gon, including the inventor, his designers, and 

1s artisans, and imported them bodily into 
Chicago, ‘This arrangement, though possibly 
involving a little more expense at the outset, 
has undoubtedly been profitable in the long 
run, a8 it has prevented the embarrassing de- 
lays incidental to ordinary contract work, 
while it has enabled changes of detail to be 
promptly made under the eye of the archi- 
tects in charge.

BENEDICT ARNOLD’S DESCENDANTS. 


They Are Today Distinguished and Ke- 
spected in England, 

New York Sun: “One Sunday recently,” 
said a well-known New-Yorker, “I sat 
through a very excellent sermon which a dis- 
tinguished clergyman of this city preached. 
It was on the subject of faithfulness to trusts, 
and the eloquent divine used as one of his 
examples of the earthly consequences of un- 
faithfulness what he termed the wretched 
ending of Benedict Arnola, who, he said, after 
a few years of remorseful existence, shunned 
and spurned with loathing by the very people 
his treachery was intended to greatly serve, 
died alone and in bitterness, his family scat- 
tered and ashamed of the name they bore, 
such was the obloquy attaching toit. * Who is 
there in the worid today,’ exclaimed the 
clergyman, ‘who acknowledges ancestry in 
Benedict Arnold?’ 

**] could have answered the reverend gen- 
tleman’squestion if an answer had been ex- 
pected. ‘the clergyman’s understanding of 
the ending of the traitor Arnold and the hiding 
of their identity by his descetidants seems to 
be the popular one, [, in common with my 
countrymen, once had ashare in that belicf 
myself. A sequence such as that would have 
been retributive justice, of course, but it is 
not fact. I spent a year in rural Eagland a few 
years ago, and in Buckinghamshire found one 
of the leading families to be that of a clergy- 
man of the church of England, the Rev. 
Edwin Gladwin Arnold of Little Missen- 
den Abbey. I had been in the neighbor- 
hood some time before I learned that this 
clergyman was a grandson of Benedict Ar- 
nold. This was, of course, a great surprise to 
me, especially as the fact was well known to 
everybody there, and yetthe clergyinan was 
greatly revered and his family held in the 
greatest regard. This led me to investigate 
and I soon obtained a genealogical record of 
Benedict Arnoid’s family that rather destroyed 
the popular American tradition of its fate. 
Benedict Arnold may have died alone and 
neglected, but if he did none of his descend- 
ants has as yet seen the necessity of doing so. 
If I had answered the question of the clergy- 
man whose sermon I listened to he would un- 
doubtedly have been as much surprised as 
I was when I discovered that there are a great 
many people in the world today who acknowl- 
edge the ancestry of Arnold. 

** Benedict Arnold married Margaret, daugh- 
ter of Judge Edward Shippen of Philadelphia, 
as every one knows, atid when he died, in 
1801, he left, five children, as not every one 
does- know. They were Edward Shippen 
James Robertson, George William Fitch, an 
Suphia Matilda. Edwin Shippen Arnold be- 
came a Lieutenant in the Sixth Bengal Cavalry 
of the British army,and Paymaster at Muttra, 
India. He died in 1813 at Singapore. James 
Robertson Arnold became a Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral in the British army, and married Virgiuia, 
daughter of Bartlett Goodnch, Esq., of Sa- 
ling Grove, Essex,.. He died in 1834, and his 
wife in 1852. George Arnold was Lieutenant- 
Colonel of the Second Bengal Cavalry, and 
married Anne Brown. He died in India in 1828. 

**The only. one of Benedict Arnoid’s sons 
who left issue was William Fitch Arnold. He 
was also an officer in the British army, being 
a Captain in tne Nineteenth Lancers, He 
married, in 1819, Elizabeth Cevilia, only 
daughter of Alexander Ruddoch of the Island 
of Tobago, a Captain in the royal navy. 
Capt. Arnold died in 1846. He left six chil- 
dren: Edwin Gladwin, William Trail, Mar- 

aret Stewart, Elizabeth Sophia, Georgiana 

hipps, and Louisa Russell. The second one, 
William Trail Arnold, was a soldier, as his 
father and grandfather and all of his uncles 
had been. He became a Captain. in the fa- 
mous Fourth Regiment of the British line, 
and was killed at Sebastopol in the Crimean 


war. 

* All of Capt. William Fitch Armnold’s 
daughters married clergyinen of the Church 
of Engiand. Margaret was married to the 
Rev. Robert H. Rogers, Elizabeth t the Rev. 
Bryant Burgess, Georgianato the Rev. John 
Stephenson, and Louisa to the Rev. J. Cecil 
Regers. Edwin Gladwin Arnold, the first son 
of Capt. William Fitch Arnold, was the only 
one of bis children who continued the name. 
He is a vlergyman of the Established Church 
of England, being 70 years of age, and rector 
of Barrow in Cheshire. He married, in 1852 
Charlotte Georgiana, eldest daughter of Lor 
Henry Cholmondeley, son of the Marquis of 
Cholmondeley. Nine children have been 
born to him, Edward Choimondeley, William 
Henry (now an olficer in the royal navy), 
Charlies Lowther, Henry Abel, Arthur 
Seymour, Herbert Tollemache, Maria Eliza- 
beth, Emma Uharlotte Georgiana, and Mabel 
Caroline Frances. The Rev. Edwin Gladwin 
Arnold by inheritance owns fhe valuable Ca- 
nadian possessions granted to his traitor 
grandfather by the British Government. 

“* Benedict Arnoid’s only daughter, Sophia 
Matilda, married Col. Pownall Phipps of the 
British East Indian army. He was related to 
the Earl of Mulgrave. She died in 1828. 

**The estate and seat of the Arnold family 
‘s Little Missenden Abbey, Buckinghamshire, 
an old estate that belonged to the church be- 
fore the reformation. The record of all of 
Benedict Arnold’s sons and grandsons is that 
of daring, high-minded, honorable men, and 
their posterity is among the most distin- 
guished; so it will hardly do to hold them up 
any longer as frightful examples of the conse- 
quences of their ancestor’s misdeeds,”’ 


The Oldest Lawsuit on the Records. 
The “oldest living lawsuit” received a longer 
lease of life from the Supreme Court recently. 
The suit’s official designation is ‘* March Term 


1814. No. 82,”" so that in two months it will be able |
